PEKING, 

The Peking Gazette of Sept. 28 (says the North China Daily 
News) contains a memorial from the heads of the Peking Cus- 
toms, showing a large deficiency in the collections, owin, partly 
to the famine, partly to commercial difficulties canaioned y the 
high price of silver at Peking, and partly to the fact that “pon 
foreign imports, which all pay Customs duty at Tientsin, the 
Peking Customs are debarred by regulations from levying’ any 
further charge.” It is gratifying to learn that they are so de- 
barred, but inasmuch as duties upon foreign goods never have 
“been legal, and, consequently, never can have been estimated as 
source of revenue, it is difficult to understand why the pro- 
hibition should be put forward as a reason for the falling of 

Iu the Gazette of Sept. 29 the Governor of Kweichow reports 
the result of a trial held ina case of riotous conduct on the part 
of certain candidates ut the provincial examination. The varuly 
character of these gentry is proverbial, and we had recently, at 
Wuchang, an instance of what blackguardism they are oceason- 
ally capable, ‘The trouble at Kwei-yang arose from a man 
named Hwa Kia-jui trying to push into the Hall out of turn, 
and becoming 80 riotous and abusive when checked by the sentry 
that he had to be arrested; whereupon his comrades forced thei 
way into the guard house, and proceeded apparently to wreck 
the place. The chief culprit is sentenced to a hundred blows 
and banishment for three years, and the others are to be de- 
prived of their degrees. 





YUNNAN, 

The North China Herald states that a memorial in the Peking 
Gazette, from the Governor of Yunnan, mentions for the firat 
time that the Government of that province also bas been desir- 
ous of contracting a foreign loan, The idea was, it believes, 
mooted about eighteen months ago, but was of course prepos. 
terous at the time ; and even now the description given of the 
financial condition of the province is hardly such as to tempt 
capitalists, unless the security be very fully endorsed at Peking. 
“Owing to the impoverishment caused by the long continued 
‘state of warfare, the total amount of revenue collected from 
land-tax and lekin is but ‘Tis. 600,000 ; and the spectacle of the 
distress under which the population labours makes it clear that 
no increase of taxation is possible.” The subsidies ordered to be 
sent from other provinces have not been forthcoming, and as the 
copper mines cannot be worked without money the Governor 
can only sit down with folded hands. 


SHANGHAL 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 19th 


Oct.; the P.and ©. mail from London, Aug. 31, was received 
on the 12th Oct. 
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Up to the date of the mail’s departure nothing was known as 
to the intentions of the Chinese with reference to the Woosung 
Railway, and speculation was rife concerning it. The year of 
existence which was promised by the Chinese authorities on 
taking it over expired on Oct. 21, and a report was current to 
the effect that the Viceroy was himself coming down to Shang. 
hai, presumably about this business ; but either he was marvel- 
lously reticent, or bis People maintain a silence quite unusual 
with Chinese.’ A report that the Paoshan Magistrate has been 
ordered to obtain a list of the employés of the railway was the 
only straw that could help to show the direction of the wind. It 
is satisfactory, says the Vorth China Daily News, to know that 
the line is doing an excellent business in the meantime, and adds 
‘that amid all that has been said anent the Woosung Railway 
one remarkable feature in connection with the enterprise seems 
to have been lost sight of. It was predicted by the Mandarins 
that all sorts of ills would occur; but the case of suicide and 
the trouble in regard to coolie labour are the only instances in 
which their prognostications have been realised ; the former, too, 
being at best at very questionable case ; while the other was the 
result of the rapacity of a vi tepao. At last, however, a 
genuine mishap, arising from the working of the line, has oc- 
curred ; and from the interest at present centring in the railway, 

thaps there has been a tendency to overestimate it. A spark 

from one of the trains set fire to a native house, close to the 
rails, about two miles below Kiangwan. The driver and pas- 
sengers in the train apparently were not aware of what had 
happened, and went on. The house, however, was burnt to the 
ground, and a quantity of rice and straw was also consumed by 
the flames, When the train returned to the place, from Woosung, 
a crowd of natives, numbering about five hundred, stood on the 
line and barred its progress. Learning what had occurred, 
the officials in charge of the train promised that Mr. Morrison 
should come down to investigate the matter ; and the train was 
then allowed to proceed, and all excitement abated. The matter 
has since been thoroughly inquired into by Mr. Morrison and 
Chinese official, and the damage done made good. A supersti- 
tion is said to prevail among the Chinese, to the effect that bad 
luck follows persons who have lived in a house which has been 
on fire, until a shower of rain falls ; and in consequence, the six 
inmates who were burnt out in this instance could not find 
shelter ; nobody would take them in, and they had to pass the 
night in the fields. The day after the accident, however, they 
were made cowfortable by gifts from the Taoutai and the ma- 
nagers of the line; and, in fact, they probably were better cared 
for than they had been for some time. 

A meeting of shareholders in the North-China Insurance 
Company was held on Oct. 13, the report to be presented at 
which was published in our last. The Chairman, in proposing 
its adoption, remarked that the amount of the premia earned 
was the largest yet reached, and] exceeded by ‘Tis. 70,000 the 
amount collected’ in the previous half-year. Attention having 
been called to the amount of losses experienced (Tis. 265,000), it 
was explained that these did not exceed 30 per cent. of the 
premia collected, which is a very moderate average. 

From the Worth China Herald we take the following items :— 

Mr. Davenport returned on Oct. 17 from his visit up the 
‘Yangtsze, and has resumed charge of H.B.M.’s Consulate. 

A motion was heard at the United States Consulate-General 
on Oct. 17, before the Hon. G. W. Wells, Consul-General, for a 
new trial in the case of Groom v. Jenkins. When the case was 
tried, it will be remembered that judgment was given for the 
defendant, and plaintiff now asked fora new trial, on the ground 
that additional evidence had been obtained in the meantime, 
which might lead toa reversal of the judgment. The Court 
held that sufficient reasons had not been advanced to warrant 
a new trial, and dissolved the attachment in this suit on de- 
fendant’s pontoon. In the same Court an execution was granted 
in the case of Malcolm v. Jenkins on defendant’s pontoon, and 
the Marshal was directed to proceed with its enforcement. 

Besides the approaching changes in the customs service which 
‘we mentioned last week, we hear that Mr. Drew is appointed 
Commissioner at Ningpo, and Mr. M‘Leavy Brown Commis- 
sioner at Canton. The latter will be succeeded at Chinkeang by 
Mr. Daae from Keelung, and Mr. Lay, now acting Commis- 
sioner at Foochow, will go to Formosa. 

The U.S. war-sloop Ranger arrived on Oct. 14. This is her 
first visit to Shanghai, she having only lately come out from 
Auerica. 

The gale on Oct. 10 and 11 was experienced by all the steamers 
that arrived from the South. The Amoy and Yungching left 
Hong Kong within a few hours of each other on the evening of 
the 6th, the day before the mail steamer Vizum aud the blue- 
funnel steamer Deucalion, with a fresh monsoon and fair wea- 
ther. On the night of the 7th the Yungching had to anchor, on 
account of bad weather, in the Namoa Straits, and on the night 
of the 10th she anchored in the Chusan Group at six p.m. The 
same night the Amoy, having had fair weather to Tongting, 
sought shelter in the Chingan passage, but, dragging her anchor, 
she proceeded at three A.M. the following morning, while the 
wind was still blowing a stiff gale. She arrived at Woosung the 
same evening, while the Fungching had to anchor a third time 
off Gutzlaff. The gale was from the N.W. throughout, and the 





barometer registered 30°22. The Nizam and Deucalion both 
experienced a strong N.W. gale for the latter part of the pas- 
sue,and the C. N. Company’s steamer Foochow, on her voyage 
from Amoy, anchored under Bonham Island on the night of the 
10th. None of the vessels, however, sustained any damage. 

The Celestial Empire has the following : 

The first meeting of the members of the North-China Branch 
of the Royal Asiatic Society for the winter seasion was held 
at the Society’s Rooms in the Ngaomen-road on Oct. 14, Mr. 
Kingsmill, the President, in the chair. After the conclusion of 
the usual routine business Dr. Macgowan exhibited a diminutive 
brass bottle containing a dose of very pungent snuff, which the 
learned doctor informed the Society the well-to-do natives were 
in the habit of carrying, as an antidote against a sudden attack 
of cholera. The snuff was a not unpleasant preparation of various 
ingredients, the chief of which was hellebore, calculated to stimu- 
late the snidereal nerve. When other remedies, such as fomenta- 
tions and stimulants, fail to reanimate the patient, this violent 
irritant to the olfactories is found to succeed. By an ingenious 
mechanism, pressing the bottle injects the contents into the nose, 
and the powder will rouse a man when all other remedies have 
been tried in vain, The doctor also handed round photographs 
of the Solfataras in North-Eastern Formosa, upon which Mr. 
Taintor had already read a paper before the Society—also of a 
very remarkable building, specimens of which are found in the 
wild districts of Fokien province and other remote parts of the 
empire. The style is annular, the building being in the form of 
a ring crowning a height or crest of a hill ; the ring is divided 
into apartments occupied by different branches of the family ; 
the cattle and farm implements being corralled in the centre. 
The doctor also mentioned that letters had been received from 
the Russian explorer Peschewalsky announcing his having shot 
more than one specimen of the wild double Bumped Bactrian 
camel. 

A very strange story reaches us respecting that extraordi- 
nary being, M. Paris, who, as our readers are aware, has got it 
into his head that he should be the Eraperor of China. He re- 
cently determined to proceed to Peking, to take possession of his 
throne, having made arrangements to send for a countryman 
directly he was settled, to act as his Prime Minister. He started 
up river, taking with him ten Chinamen ; and at Hankow took 
it into his sapient head to address the multitude. Accordingly, 
having selected a favourable stand, he commenced, but 80 re- 
markable were his words, that he was arrested, lodged in a jail, 
and narrowly escaped being deprived of his head. ‘The authori- 
ties, however, bethought themselves that it would be safer to 
communicate with the French Consul, and ultimately he was 
handed over to that gentleman. By him he was sent down to. 
Shanghai, and now he is being taken care of, preparatory to his 
deportation. What has become of his Chinese attendants we 
are not informed. 

The Grand Lodge of England has constituted the North of 
China a new Masonic district, of which Bro. Cornelius Thorne 
is to be first R. W. District Grand Master. The late District 
Grand Lodge of China has ceased to exist, Hong Kong having 
been erected into a district by itself. R. W. Bro. Thorne is a 
very old Past Master of Shanghai, and a worthy Mason, and his 
elevation to his present high rank will doubtless be regarded 
with satisfaction by the craft. 








HONG KONG. 

Dates by this mail extend to the 25th October; the P. and O. 
mail from London, Sept. 14, arrived out on the 21st October. 

Complaints were still being made in Hong Kong when the last 
mail left with reference to the delay in the publication of the 
estimates for the coming year. It wasstated that they had been 
already for a long time under the consideration of the Finance 
Committee, and that the time which has been lost will leave only 
two months in which to discuss, approve of, send home, obtain 
sanction for, and receive back—the Budget for the Colony. 

The arrival of twenty of the new police from Glasgow on 
Oct. 18 is noted. ‘They are said to be stalwart men, but will 
require some time before they can be peed, to outwit the 
rascaldom of China as represented in the Colony. 

It is stated that salving operations are again about to be under- 
taken at the wreck of the Dunmail, a vessel which it may be re- 
membered was sunk about five years ago in Kowloong Bay A 
portion of her cargo was recovered by the divers of H.M.S. 
Ocean, but there still remains a quantity of lead, which it is 
thought may be got up. The schooner Coeran has been moored 
over the wreck, aud if practicable operations will be commenced 
immediately.

We understand that intelligence has been received here of!

side of Somerset, on the 4th of the month in question. Her body! 
waa taken to Somerset aud buried at Albay. ‘The letter eonvey- 
ing the intelligence appears to have been in the Normanby ; 
hence the delay in arrival. The news has, we believe, been re- 
ceived here only by telegraph from Saigon up to the present. 

Latterly vegetables and cattle have been exempted from duty: 
at the Cap-sui-moon and Cheong Chow stations, but we hear it is! 
eontemplated to re-impose that on cattle, inasmuch as, we believe,; 
the complaint from the Colonial Government through H.B.M. 
Consul referred to vegetables only, and the Customs Stationj 
officers are determined to have their perquisites in all cases where 
no specific objection is taken. In somming up in a case relating 
to two men charged with stealing the sum of 4.500 cash in the, 
Central Market, his Lordship said this was the first time that 
any shopkeeper in this Colony bad ever been charged with 
robbing another. This, he thought, was much to the credit of 
the Chinese. 

We understand that the French man-of-war which we reported 
as being ashore a few days since was the corvette Bourayne.: 
She got ashore one day during the first week in October, on the 
Balat Banks, at the entrance of Balat River, coast of Cochin 
China, aud was successfully floated on the 10th inst., owing ina 
great ‘measure to the valuable assistauce rendered by the ss. 
Albay. We are glad to learn that the Bourayne sustained no 
damage by her mishap. She was safely anchored at Haiphong 
when the Albay left that port.

A Court of Inquiry has been held concerning the loss of the 
British Larque Merse, of London, which was totally wrecked on 
Oct, 2, by striking on the Pratas Shoal. The finding is as fol- 
lows :—1. We tind that the British barque Merse of London, 
official No. 13,777, 629 tons, left Hong Kong on the 29th ult, in 
fallast, bound to Newchang, and that about eleven P.w. of the 
2nd inst. the vessel struck on the N.W. corner of the Pratas 
Shoal, where she was abandoned on the 11th inst. 

2. We find that the weather was fine, but that from the ab- 
sence of the eun the position of the ship at noon on the 2nd inst., 
aud subsequent to that hour, was uncertain. 

3. We are of opinion that the master, Robert Robertson, No. 
of whose certificate of competency is 33,015, acted imprndently 
in trying to pyss to windward of a well-known dangerous reef 
in the China Sea, 

4. We find that the ship being on the reef, the master for nine 
days did his best to get her atloat ayain, but without success ; but 
‘we consider that, although there was no apparent prospect cf 
getting the vessel off the reef, it would have been better had the 
master remained by the ship until she had begun to sustain such 
damage as would have put it beyond doubt that she could not 
be floated. 

We are ‘of opinion that the master, Robert Robertson, was

CANTON. 

The correspondent of the China Mail writes under date of 
Oct. 18 :— 

Last month’s rains in Canton have just caused the death of a 
native of Tzaug Hong-lave, in the older part of Canton City. 
The poor man, accompanied by his little boy, set out to get his 
day’s provisions from a grocer’s shop, when one of the shop walls, 
which had been undermined by the raing, collapsed, and fell upon 
the father and son. The boy was luckily got out without serious 
injury, and when a rush was made to dig out the father, the 

mau was still alive, and encouraged the good le, thank- 
ing them for their kindness in coming to bis aid. Eutortunately 
he died before his body could be extricated. It is astonishing 
that in the absence of proper drainage so few walls collapse in 
this great City of Canton, 

Gambling is again rife in the vicinity of Canton, The descrip- 
tion of Chinese lottery known as Shan-piu is the favourite game. 
It consists of a big prize, varying from $5,000 to $10,000, ac- 
cording to the number of tickets purchased at 1 mace each. 
‘Mauch has already been done by the authorities to shut up this 
royal road to fortune, which is trod by so few ; but at present 
the lottery business is getting quite brisk in several villages near 
Gunton, there having Fase. three “drawings” during the last 
mont : 

Poverty appears in all its gauntness and attendant misery in 
the same neighbourhood. Canton city swarms with beggars. 
To the floods of the past six or eight months this wretchedness 
is chiefly attributable, as the poor people not only lost their 
crops but in too many cases their houses and homesteads. The 
eligious festivals are now being held, and the beggars form one 
of the saddest features of the exhibitions now going on. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

The present P. and O, mail brings advices from this port to 
the 2nd November ; the P. and O. mail from London, Sept 28, 
was received on the 28th October. We take the following items 
of intelligence from the Straits Times :— 

The event of the week has been the arrival of our new Gover 
nor, Sit W. F.C. Robinson, from Australia, His Excellency and 
Lady Robinson arrived by the Bowen on Oct. 29, and met with 
a hearty reception. Johnston’s Pier, the place of landing, was 
elaborately decorated, bunting was liberally displayed, ever- 
greens lent a refreshing appearance to the scene, and his Excel- 
lency was received with heartiness and ct. After the usual 
introductions of the heads of departments were gone through on 
the pier, his Excellency drove to, and was sworn in, in the Town 
Hall, which was crowded by residents, and he afterwards received 
and replied to addresses from the membersof the Chamberof Com- 
merce and an influential deputation of the Chinese community. 
The proceedings wound up with cheers generously given for Sir 
William and Lady Robinson, and there is a general hope that 
our new Governor, so well welcomed, will prove true to the 
general expectations. His appearance and bearing impressed all 
favourably, and we trust fervently that his reign, so auspiciously 
begun, will be an era of prosperity and good government in these 
Settlements. 

Two meetings of the Legislative Council have been held during 
the fortnight, and on both occasions the hon. member for Penang 
put several questions regarding affairs in that Settlement. In 
reference to judicial matters a reply was received from the 
Colonial Secretary to the effect that the Colonial-oftice had 
approved of the appointment of three judges to these settlements, 
“with equal and concurrent jurisdiction,” and the iniquity of 
which we so persistently complained in these columns of the 
want of the judges has thus been remedied. 

Colonel Anson and his family, who, socially, have been 
popular here and have dispensed hopitality liberally, have held 
a garden party by way of bidding farewell to Singapore. The 
party was attended by almost every resident, and went off very 

appily. While Colonel Anson’s diplomacy in regard to the 
Moar State has not been viewed with an eye of approval, his 
anxious desire to advance matters in the Coloay—notably in the 
instance of the Waterworks—has been appreciated, and his family 
have been particularly fortunate in making themselves popular, 
socially. 





PENANG. 

We take the following from the Penang Gazette :— 

A severe thunderstorm passed over the south of Province 
Wellesley, on Oct. 22. The house of Mr. Koh Boohaa, in 
Niebong Tabal, was struck by lightning during the storm 
The sight is described by an eye-witness as being terrible ; the 
house seemed to be enveloped in a sheet of flame at the instant 
of the flash. The lightning appears to have struck the house at 
the two opposite ornamental points on the roof, and entered at 
two apots also opposite each other in an upstairs room by the 
windews, then through the floor, and. finally through the open 
shutter of a window to the ground, in its passage hurling a Malay 
who was standing near the shutter into the street, rendering him 
insensible for some time. Fortunately, Mr. Booan’s family were 
not in the house at the time of the accident, or the result would 
have been more disastrous. The lightning appeared to have 
chosen the iron-barred windows for its ingress and egress, atrip- 
ping off the plaster of the walls, slightly displacing the bricks, 
and splintering the window frames, The rain is said to have 
come down in bucketfuls. 

Mr. Gottlieb delivered judgment in the Police-court at Butter- 
worth in the t opium and treacle case. Our readers will recol- 
lect that the Opium Farmer commenced proceedings against Tien 
Teck and Leang Heang, on June 14 last, and after sundry post- 
ponements, adjournments and days of hearing, the Magistrate 
was at last enabled to give his decision on the above day, or 
nearly five months after the institution of the case, the resuJt 
being that Tien Teck was fined $500 and his co-defendant was 
acquitted. Permission for an appeal was immediately applied 
for and granted, and as the results are not likely to be dec! 
till about the end of December the parties concerned will be 
able to deplore the fact that they have had to wait eight months 
for justice to be tardily measured out to them. 

e regret deeply to have to announce the death of one of the 
most influential and respected Chinese inhabitants in the Settle- 
ment —Mr. Lee Pee Chuan—after a long and painted illness. 
Whether as a merchant or private individual, he had the esteem, 
of all classes of the unofficial community, and the Government, 
demonstrated. their appreciation of his worth by appointing him 
alone, out of the whole Chinese community, a Justice of the 
Peace and Magistrate when the new Commission of the Peace 
was issued under the Courts Ordinance of 1872. 

‘The news from Perak is anything but satisfactory. We are 
told that the new Resident is applying the shears in ‘the most un- 
limited manner, as regards establishments, and retrenchment is 
the only policy he has as yet managed to inaugurate. Great 
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dissatisfaction is felt throughout the whole Perak Government 
service at the almost unscrupulous manner in which officers have 
been treated of late, and if rumour is to be credited, Mr. Low 
will, in all probability, outdo Pope Hennessy in his Labuan 
reputation. Mr. Low might do well to remember that his aim 
-ghould be to develop the resources of the country as much as to 
ahow a favonrable balance-sheet. 

It is satisfactory to be able to state that the P. and O. Com- 
pany have instructed the commanders of their vessels to consult 
with the agents at this port regarding the time of their departure, 
and we aro farther informed that it fe the desire of the Company 
that six hours should be the minimum duration of their stay at 
this port unless the steamera owing to accident or other causes 
happen to be behind time. 

r. Birch, the Collector of Land Revenue, proceeds to 
Malacca to act for Mr. Isemonger, and Mr. Hill, the Acting 
Inspector-General of Schools and Hospitals, is to succeed Mr.

RUSSIA AND CENTRAL ASIA, 

‘According to an official report upon the trade of Russia which 
Jhas just been issued, the commercial relations of the country with 
Central Asia are constantly increasing, despite the war against Turkey. 
Caravans to the extent of 60,000 camels are by no weans of infrequent 
‘eccurrence. The import of cotton from Khiva and Bokhara is of special 
importance, for within three months about one million poods have 
been imported thence, and the Orenburg Railway has forwarded a total 
of about 1,150,000 ewts. of cotton. Russia, on the other hand, has 
already exported to Khiva and Bokhara manufactured cotton goods 
to the value of three millions of roubles, Russian manufacturers— 
the report says—are thus on the way to make themselves independent 
of the fluctuations of the American market and of the competition of 
‘English manufacturers. 


THE GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 

At the meeting of this society, held on the 26th ult, at the Hall of 
the University of London, Sir Rutherford Alcock, president, com- 
mented briefly on the want of exploration of South America, which 
continent was, he said, as little known in some respects as Africa, A 
Paper, entitled “ Notes on Bolivia,” was then read by Commander G. 
C. Musters, R.N., who said the Republic of Bolivia was one of the least 
known of the States which were formed after the final overthrow of 
the Spanish vice-regal Government in South America. It occupied 
fa vast and irregular area, which previous to the year 1825 was known 
a8 Upper Peru. It occupied the heart of the great continent of South 
America, and included roughly 13 deg. of long. and 16 deg. of lat. The 
most important territories of the Republic were comprised in the Al- 
taplanicie, or table land of the Andes, and the spurs and valleys of the 
Eastern Cordillera. The immense outlying savanoabs and forest land 
to the north and east were chiefly occupied by wild tribes of Indians, 
and awaited the progress of the future for development. Commander 
‘Muaters, who had resided in the city of Sucre, the capital of Bolivia, gave 
an interesting account of the physical features of the country, its moun- 
tains and valleys, offering respectively the extremes of cold and heat, its 
productions, and its population. According to altitude, Bolivia produced 
sugar, coffee, tobacco, vanilla, custard apples, &c., oranges, vines, maize, 
and all European cereals and fruits. In no other country bad the 
anthor of the paper witnessed so much drunkenness amongst the lower 
classes, both Indians and half-breeds, especially the latter. He rarely 
arrived at a small town or mine without finding the greater part of the 
people the worse for liquor. The population had been computed at 
2,526,000, distributed over an area of 53,228 square leagues. The 
chief cities, situated on the Eastern Cordillera, were, in the south, 
Sucre (called aftzr Bolivar’s famous general, who became the first Presi- 
dent of the new Republic), Potosi, Cinti, Tupiza, and Tarija ; in the 
north, La Paz, Cochabamba, and Oruro; and to the east in the low- 
Jands, Santa Cruz de la Sierra. Sucre commonly retained its ancient 
name, Chuquisica, or Gold-Bridge. Bolivia was rich in vegetable pro- 
duce, but ber mineral riches ought to be her mainstay—pold, silver, 
copper, tin, antimony, bismuth, &c., existing slmost all over the coun: 
try. The revolutionery epirit of the people was the real cause of 
the poverty of Bolivia, and failing remedial measures, it was probable 
hat sooner ur later the Republic would be disintegrated, and her terri- 
tories parcelled out amongst the neighbouring States. Mr. C. R, 
Markham then read a paper on “The Still Unexplored Parts of South 
America,” and a short discussion followed, m tke course of which Mr. 
Matthews gave an account of his travels in the region principally under 
review,

Mr. Consul Perceval reports on the trade of Port Said for 
1876 as follows :— 

During the year 1876 the total number of vessels under all 
fags, including ships of war, transports, and yachts, which availed 
themselves of the Suez Canal as the highway between the east 
aud west, reached the sum of 1,461, with a tonnage of 2,095,870 
tons net register. Although this amount of shipping falls short 
of the number which passed through the canal in 1875 by 
thirty-one vessels, still, an increase of 76,375 tons will be ob- 
served, thus showing that, on an average, the vessels will have 
heen of larger capacity. The number of Government ships and 
yachts was sixty-six, with a tonnage of 109,172 tons, and the 
amount of trading vessels reached 1,395, tonnage 1,986,698 tons, 
to which England contributed 1,510,198 tons. 

Notwithstanding the decrease in the total number of ships, 
1,092 vessels under the British flag, amounting to nearly 75 per 
cent. of the whole traffic, with a tonnage of 1,578,238 tons net, 
passed through the Canal during the year, being an increase 

oth in ships and tonnage of 31 in the former, and 100,492 in 
the latter. 

I have been informed that the total receipts of the Canal 
Oompany during the year 1876 amounted to the sum of 
£.30,728,925, equal to £1,229,157 sterling, of which amount 
£.29,974,998, or £1,198,999, was derived from transit dues of 
ships, the remainder was realised by boats’ transit dues, sale 
and rent of land and houses, water rates, sale of material, &c., 
and shows an excess over the receipts for’ the previous year of 
£24,770. 

The Canal has been kept in good working order, and the 
requisite depth of water maintained, with the usual amount of 
dredging, and the company have faced the banks in various 
places with stone to prevent the sand fallmg in, This work is 
still being carried on, and, eventually, it is probable that nearly 
the whole extent will be stone faced. 

The breakwater of Port Said having been completed to the 
distance intended, the works have been contined to repairs 
necessary to counteract the damages caused by the action of 
the waves. 

During the latter part of the year H.M.S, Fawn has been 
employed in completing the survey of the coast from the 
Damictta mouth of the Nile eastward, and the entrance to the 
harbour of Port Said. 

Of the trade of Port Said there is not much information to 
give, especially as I have never been able to obtain any statis- 
tics. 

‘The coal trade, which is very important, ahows a slight in- 
crease, the amount imported being estimated at 260,000 tons, of 
which 222,483 tons reached this place in British vessels, 

‘The other importa are ship chandlers’ stores, wine, provisions, 
-cattle, timber, stone, &c., for the requiremente of the inhabit- 
ants. 

Some improvements have taken place in the condition of the 
town, the Principal one being the introduction of gas, the streets 
being now well lighted, and Iam nappy to be in a position to 
record a great improvement tothe moral atmosphere of the place, 
murders and outrages having become much less frequent than 
formerly. 

Mr. Consul ‘West reports on the trade of Suez as under :— 

The year 1876 was throughout Egypt one of commercial stag- 
nation and distress, the reasons for which are too well kuown, 
and their effects too widely felt, to require special notice here. 
‘The trade of the Red Sea, in connection with Suez, except as re- 
gards the pilgrim tratfic, has fallen off. 

In imports there has been a reduction of about 12 per cent. 
‘on those of the preceding year, although the imports by British 
and by Austrian vessels have increased. 

In addition to the goods brought direct from ports in the 
Mediterranean to Suez a number of small open vessels now bring 
fruit and other produce from the coast of Syria, some of them 
coming from Port Said only, at which place duty is levied prior 
t6.auch produce’ being allowed to entet tho canal. 

The trade between Suez and the ports on the western coast 
of the Red Sea has been interrupted, if not permanently checked, 
by the attempted operations of the Khedive in Abyssinia, 

‘The quarantine establishment, or lazeretto, for the return pil- 
rims has been withdrawn from El Wedge in consequence of 
the dreaded short supply of water, no heavy rains having fallen 
towards the end of last year (1876), and the artificial means 
of supply being of too precarious a nature to be depended upon. 
The roadstead and village of Tor, on the peninsula of Mount 
Sinai, is the site fixed upon for the detention of the pilgrim- 
carrying steamers, and it is preferable to that of El ‘Wedge, 
Doth as regards the anchorage for the steamers and the water 
supply. 

‘The quantity of coals delivered at Suez in the course of the

In the report by Mr. Consul March on the trade of Peru the 
following reference is made to the subject of Chinese labour :— 

The rise in the value of sugar and the increasing demand for 
nitrate have somewhat ameliorated the condition of the country, 
but until there is labour the improvement will not be great. 
Efforts have been made during the past year to attract Europeans 
to this country, but the result has not been encouraging. It is 
to China that the planters look for the special kind of labourers 
they require, and there is every probability of their expectations 
being realised in the contract just made between the Peruvian 
Government and an English commercial house at Hong Kong. 
By this contract the latter undertake to establish a line of 
steamers between China and Peru for the express purpose of 
conveying Chinamen to the latter country, under the terms 
of the recently concluded treaty. Agents are also at work at 
San Francisco with the same view. Ina letter circulated among 
the sugar planters, the agent of the Pacific Steam Navigation 
Company at Callao points out the facilities afforded by the com- 
pany’s steamers for conveyance of these people. He calculates 
the cost of the passage from San Francisco to Callao at $50 in 
American gold, or 105 sols direct from China. 





CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 


The Daily Teleyraph bas a well considered article on the abore sub- 
ject based upon’ the well-known discussions which have taken place 


with regard to it in the United States, Referring to the question of 
introducing Chinese labour into this country, it says :— 

As regards Great Britain, we huve no wish to encourage the advent 
of race whose presence in any considerable numbers could not fail to 
cause irritation to the working classes, and who have no prospect of 
On the contrary, we devoutly wish that the rela- 
tions between employers and employed—whether in private families, 
or in the trades of the country—may become so satisfactory that the 
introduction of rival labour from China may be indefinitely postponed. 
But should England ever become to any extent the revidence of Celes- 
tials, it is to be hoped that we may eschew the extreme measures 
adopted by Queensland, in which colony the recent treatment of 
Chinese immigrants will perhaps be regarded twenty years hence 
differently from the view taken respecting it now. It rarely 
happens that Chinamen living among whites resort to violence 
without provocation. As a Tule, they are singularly patient, 
amenuble to courtesy, and not usually disposed to obtrude 
themselves upon the society of those who claim to be their 
superiors. Although the objection is sometimes urged against them, 
ax residents, that they hoard their earnings instead of spending them, 
this is not an accurate statetnent of the cise. They invariably acquire 
the habit of using certain articles of food and clothing which they are 
compelled to purchase in the land of their adoption ; and in the Pacific 
States, if not also in Australia, an increasing proportion of them are 
gradually taking root in the soil, and assimilating more and more to 
Western modes of life. Should this ancient, ingenious, and secluded 
race eventually migrate from their fatherland to for fields of in- 
dustrial and commercial enterprise in unprecedented swarms, it is per- 
fectly compatible with the duty Western nations owe to themselves, 
that the strangers should not be repulsed, but rather encouraged to 
advance in the path of civilisation.

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CHANCERY DIVISION. 
WILLIAMSON V. BARBOUR, 

The hearing of this case, which affects the legality of alleged custom- 
ary charges between principal and agent in the Manchester trade, 
was concluded on the 28th ult, when the Right Hon. Sir George 
Jessell, Master of the Rolls, delivered judginont. His lordship eaid he 
‘was glad in # case of such taagnitude, involving as it did not only the 
fortunes but the reputations of merchants of high position, that the 
responsibility of any mistake or wrong conclusion on his part could be 
corrected elaewhere on appeal, The action was in form bronght fur 
the rectification of settled accounts, That would be done either by en- 
tirely opening the accounts or by an order to surcharge and falsify, and 
if errors were shown amounting to fraud, whether arising out of mis- 
take or otherwise, the Court would adopt the former course; and in 
cases where a single fraudulent entry had been shown in accounts be- 
tween principals and agents or trustees and ceatui-que trusts, they had 
been reopened, though extending over a greater number of years, and 
closed for a longer period than in the present case. The substance of 
this cuse was au accusation by the plaintifts that from the beginning of 
their connection, the defendants in all commission transactions of 
buying and forwarding goods to Calcutta bad made gross and 
fraudulent overcharges toa very large amount. But proof of a suffi- 
cient number of errors and to a sufficient amount would necessitate 
the opening of the accounts. Upon the first question of fact, were the 
plaintiffs merely charged the prices paid by the defendants, there was 
no contest, for the defendants themselves adinitted making overcharges, 
which they eought to justify on various grounds, on aluiost every item 
in the invoices. In executing ordera from Caleutta for “ white goods,” 
for instance, the defendants not only habitually took a considerable 
discount from the bleachers, but added a large percentage to the gross 
sum charged to themselves. Further, it appeared that the defendants 
themselves speculated in grey cottons with which they executed orders 
from Calcutta, charging a higher price than they had themselves paid, 

the highest’ price of the day. It was also alleged that they had re- 
tained large discounts, in some cases amountiug to 50 per cent., ob- 
tained Ly them from manufacturers, and had largely overcharged in 
matters incidental to packing and shipping. Then it appeared that 
the plaintitis transwitted bills to the defendants in payment, 5 per 
cent. being charged on whichever side of the account the balance lay. 

is were sy invoiced by the defendants, that interest wae charged 
Defore they had been actually paid for, and not only did they discount 
the bills forwarded at an earlier period than authorised, but they 
failed to debit the proceeds at once, as they should have done, 
and finally charged an increased discount against their principals. 
These accusations were admitted by the defendants, and were 
only sought to be justified on the ground of “ custom of trade,” the 
first defence raised being that, though they were acting as plaintiffs’ 
agents in buying, they were principals as regarded the making up and 
packing. But an agent did not ceare to be so sitaply because he was 
allowed to earn a fair profit in one direction ; for instance, in the com- 
mon case of an auctioneer who waa also a surveyor, he might charge 
not only for his services in sale, but also for surveying the property. 
Principal and agent was therefore clearly the relation of the parties. 
As to the overcharges on bleaching the grey goods, the evidence estab- 
lished, contrary to the defence raised, that the defendants had written 
to the plaiutifls a letter in which they stated that they did not, as some 
houses did, add anything to the charges, but only charged the actual 
amount paid, Those, therefore, were proved overcharges, and fraudu- 
lent in the view of a court of justice. It waa impossible for a judge to 
dive into the minds of men to ascertain their motives, or to see how 
far their moral consciousness had been corrupted by a long course of 
practices ; but when an agent was found buying goods at one price and 
invoicing them at an increase to his principal, he must be taken to have 
known that he was doing what was wrong, and was simply, in breach 
of his duty, taking money out of the pockets of his employer. The 
fictitions insurance accusation was very grave indeed. The defendants 
had admittedly charged premiums on the misrepresentation that 
insurances had been effected in regular offices, and they must 
have known that was wrong. So the Court must hold, at all 
events, no matter how many gentlemen connectel with the trade 
might say it was frequently done. It was no answer for a 
firm to say they were wealthy and responsible; for if they chose 
to take the risk because the vicissitudes of trade were notorious, and a 
tornado might in a few hours cause losses waich it would be impossible 
they could meet. For an agent to expose his principal to such a risk 
was a plain breach of duty, and, in any case, the defendants had no 
right to charge premiums as paid to somebody else, that being really 
the representation where the insurances were only partially effected in 
regular offices. Then, with regard to the charges on the white goods, 
it was said the plaintiffs knew perfectly well the custom of the Man- 
chester trade, and that they were fair charges ; but there was no proof 
of actual knowledge, and casual conversations professed to be recounted 
after the lapso of twenty-six years were valueless in such a case, But 
the knowledge of a delinquent or acquiescing partner, even where 
proved, would not affect his firm, The crous-:xamination of Mr. 
Graham on his affidavit supporting these “cuetoms” must bave been 
very humiliating to a gentleman in his position, and it was quite clear 
that his trade and mode of conducting it was very different from the 
defendants, There was evidently no such custom in Manchester as 
had been set up, and nothing like it, and Mr. Graham’s experience of 
half a century might be unhesitatingly accepted, viz., that the great 
bulk of the business houses conduct their trade honestly, and his lord- 
ship was glad to consider this as a exceptional case. Forinstance, when 
that witneas insured for his customers he mentioned the fact in his in- 
voices, asalso the charges he made, making special arrangements with the 
people he might be dealing with. ’ Williamson, it had been said, must be 
fixed with knowledge of what was quite notorious in the trade, but thean- 




















awer to that was that some of the defendants’ own witnesses of longereon- 
nection with Manchester knew nothing of the alleged custom, the mos: 
they spoke to being anet charge to their correspondents of payments 
made, with the addition of fd. per piece for their services in produc- 
ing white goods, and then 5 per cent, interest on the gross amount till 
paid. It was impossible to acquit the defendants of knvwledge of what 
was being done, and that it was wrong. Mr. Williamson swore dis- 
tinctly that it was arranged between them that the plaintiffs should 
have the benefit of all discounts, and the defendanta had not proved 
the bargain to the contrary which they bad alleged. Certainly there 
could be no excuse for discounting for their own purposes bills which 
had been placed with them for safe custudy ; but, baving done 80, what 
justification could there be for not crediting the plaintiff with the pro- 
ceeds! That obligation could not be discharged by a reference to some. 
obscure passages in the correspondence. On those grounds the de- 
fendants had failed to show that the accounts ought not to be opened, 
and it was unnecessary to go into the other matters alleged. When: 
the accounts were taken in Chambers the Court would see justice done: 
between the parties by allowing remunerition where it was due, thongh 
not charged in that character, and by disillowing overcharges, of which 
fourfold more than enough had been proved already to justify a decree 
in the plaintiffs’ favour that the accounts be taken in the usual way. 
The defendants must pay the costa, and would be declared jointly and 
severally liable for the respective perivds of their membership of the 
firm, 


JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF THE PRIV¥ COUNCIL.— 
(Before Sir J. Colvile, Sir B. Peacock, Sit M. Smith, and Sir R. Collier.) 
SWIRE AND OTHERS %. FRANCIS. 

This was an appeal from the Supreme Court of China and Japan. 
The facts were briefly as follows :—The appellants, who were plaintiff: 
in the Court below, were general agente fur the China Navigation Com- 
pany, an English Joint Stock Company, having its head office in London, 
and had a line of steamers running between Shanghai and other places. 
The appellants, as agents for the Company, were accustomed to make 
aivances to Chinese merchants on cargoes for shipment. ‘The respon- 
dent traded as “R. Francis and Co.,” and residing at Shanghai, he only 
occasionally visited Kiukiang, where his business was conducted by 
a Mr. W. H. Shaw, who signed the firm of R. Francis and Co., per pro- 
curation. In March, 1876, the Kiukiang agency was (ransferred from 
R. Francis and Co. to R, Anderson and Co. At the same time Mr. 
Shaw entered the servico uf the latter frm, but continued to represent 
R. Francis and Co., which firm weut into liquidation, In the fina’ 
accounts of the agency from R. Francis and Co, signed by Mr. Shaw, 
Messrs. Butterfield and Swire were debited with Ts. 6,073 as advane.d 
to shippers, and Ts. 57 as brokerage. Shaw, in the naine of R. Francis and 
Co., drew upon Messrs, Butterfield and Swire a draft for these amounia, 
and the draft was duly honoured. Subsequently, however, Messrs. Auder- 
son and Co. discovered that the money represented to have been ad- 
vanced had not been advanced, nor had the brokerage mentioned been 
paid ; and upon investigation the only inference to be drawn was that 
Shaw, who had left China, had appropriated the moncy to his own use. 
Shaw was subsequently apprehended, and on confessing the wisappro- 
priation was sent to jail. The question for the Conrt to determine 
was the liability of the defendant to refund the deficiencies of his sub- 
agent, and on the case being heard in Shanghai judgment was given 
against the appellants for the advances, ainouinting to I'ls. 5,880, on the 
ground that Shaw acted without the seupe of his anthority in obtain- 
ing the money. From this Mesara, Butterfichd and Swire appealed in 
the present case. Mr. Gainsford Bruce argued the case for the ap- 
pellants, and the other side was not represented. Sir Robert Collier, 
in giving judgment, lucidly reviowed the facts. Their Lordships b-ld 
that the respondent was liable for the acie of Shaw fur the wisappro- 
priation as agent, and they reversed the decision of the Court below, 
with costs, holding the respondent liable fur Shaw's conduct as hix 

agent, 

































TRADE MARKS. 

The case of “Robinson . Finlay” has been heard in the Chancery 
Division before Vice Chancellor Sir James Bacon. ‘The question raised 
in this suit was whether, when a trade-wark bus been used upon goods 
sold in a foreign market by exporting werchauts on account of a manu- 
facturer, the trade-marks used upon those gooils belong to the manu- 
facturer or to the exporting commission-merchunt through whom they- 
have been exported. The manufacturer, as owning the goods, claimed 
the trade-mark as his, the commission merchant claimed it as bav- 
ing invented the trade-mark and superiutended the marking of 
the goods. The action was commenced in June, 1877, by George 
Robinson and Co., of Manchester, who exported cotton cloths to Ran- 
goon until 1877 on account of the defendant Ward, with certain tickets 
and trade-marks on them. In the begiuning of 1877 Ward ceased to 
supply the plaintiff with cloths, and began to ship tu the Burmese 
markets, through the defendants Finlay and Co., white shirtings bearing 
substantially the same tickets and marks as were formerly affixed to 
his goods by the plaintiffs, ‘The plaiutitfs, George Robinson and 
Co., claimed damages from the defendants for the use or imita- 
tion of the trade-marks, and asked for an injunccion to restrain 
such user for the future. Ward thereupon instituted a cross action 
‘inst George Robinson and Co. torestrain them from exporting white 
jirtings bearing devices so placed as to imitate the devices used on 
the shirtings formerly exported by Ward through George Robinson 
and Co, George Robinson and Co. claiuied these devices as their sole 
property, and denied that Ward had any right to use the same or had 
any interest in them. They contended that all the trade-marks placed 
upon Ward's goods were, according to the course of business between 
them, placed upon the goods by the direction of the defeudanta, the 
exporters of the goods, and Ward bad nothing to do with the marking 
of them, The particular device placed upon Ward's goods by George 
Robinson and Co, was a combination of marks consisting in part of 
the private crest of the firm, in part of certain letters, which Ward 
said were devised for him by Messrs. Robinson, as his agenta, and in. 
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part of designs called the Burmese Lion and the White Elephant ticket, 
ag to the property in which there was some conflict of testimony. 
Witnesses were cailed as to the existence of a custom in Manchester 
that if the exporter allowed a trade-mark to be affixed to a maker's 
goods exported by him euch trade-mark became the property of the 
inaker. 

Vice-Chancellor Bacon said that custom was out of the question. 
‘The exporters were the persons dealing with the market at Rangoon, 
and the trade-mark was their property. Whetler it was expressed or 
understood only that the design should be lent to Ward for the pur- 
pose of marking his goods was not clear upon the evidence, but it was 
proved that the design was Robinson's, invented by him for his own 
trade at Rangoon, and he could not find that Ward ever had any title 
to the combination. A merchant might have a title to a combination 
of devices as a trade-mark, though as to some parts of the combina- 
tion his title as against some other persons might not be clear ; but as 
against a person in the position of Ward the property would be in 
Robinson. As between Ward and Robinson the marks denoted Ward's 
goods, but as between Ward and the public they denoted not his 
goods, but the exporter’s. There was no ground for Ward's claim to 
take Robinson's trade-mark and apply it to bis goods when exported by 
other exporters, Messrs, Robinson were entitled to an injunction to 
restrain Ward from imitating their trade-mark so as to deceive the 
public. 


LIABILITY FOR LOSSES BY COLLISION AT SEA. 

In the Common Pleas Division, before Mr. Justice Grove and Mr. 
Justice Lindley) the suit of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, 
London, and Chinn r. the Netherlands and India Steamship Navigation 
Company, a special case, stated for the opinion of the Court, has buen 
heard. ‘The plaintiffs had shipped a largo sum in specie in a vessel 
of the defendants called the Aron Prinz, which had been run into 
and sunk in Dutch waters by the Atjch, another vessel belonging to 
the defendants, The question intended to be raised for the opinion 
of the Court was whether, supposingfboth vessels were equally to blame 
for the collision, the defendants were liable, either by English or 
Dutch law, for the whole amount lost, The special caso only found as 
afact that the loss was occasioned by the negligence of the defendants’ 
servante in charge of the ‘jh, and then went on to say that if those 
in charge of the Aron Prin: were also to blame, still that the collision 
and loss might have been prevented if a proper look-out had been kept 
and proper care had been taken by tho servants of the defendants in 
charge of the Atjeh. 

Under these circumstances, tho Court declined to give any opivion 
on the question suggested, on the ground that if the special case found 
that both partios were to blame it only did so hypothetically, and that 
they could not, as a matter of principle, decide upon a hypothetical 
case. 











Satvace Surt.—An action has been tried in the Admiralty Division 
before the Right Hon, Sir R. J. Phillimore and Triuity Masters, claim- 
ing salvage for services rendered less than three weeks ago by the tugs 
Macgregor and Benachie in towing the ship Cutty Sark from off the 
North Foreland to London. The Cutty Sark ia a full-rigged ship of 
918 tons, and was bound from London for Sydney with a general 
cargo. In consequence of the fierce hurricane which raged all round 
the coast on the night of the 11th ult., the Cutty Sark, while in the 
Downs, came into collision with two other ships, and also had nearly 
all her sails blown away by the gale. The tug Macrresor came up 
with her about four o'clock on the morniug of the 12th ult. when off 
the Kentish Knock, and took her in tow, but had gone a very little 
distance from the Knock when another tug, the Benachie, eame up. 
Both tugs then tuwed her to Greenhithe, where they arrived, the same 
night the 12th ult. The value of the Cutty Sark, her cargo, and 
freight, was about £52,CV0. ‘The Court was of opinion that the ship 
and her crew were in considerable peril, and he awarded the sum of 
£3,000, with costs.

The Lords of the Admiralty have presented a memorial to Her 
Majesty in Council for improving the position and prospects of assis- 
tant paymesters. This they think can be best met by according them 
am increase of full pay, and by granting to the widows and children 
of assistant paymasters of not leas than ten years’ service pensions and 
compassionate allowances. What is proposed is to increase the full pay 
of assistant-paymasters after ten years’ service in that rank by 6d. per 
day for each further year’s service until a maximum of 11s, 6d. per day 
be reached ; to establish one uniform rate of full pay for assistant-pay- 
masters in charge—viz., 12s.

for Bewdley, died at Cannes, on the 17th ult,,"'aged forty-two. He

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hanus, Nov. 
The past week has in general been rather a dull one, and the only 
occurrence of interest was the sitting of the Prussian Diet on Wednes- 
day, the 2ist of thie month. After rome resolutions of minor import- 
ance on that day being passed, in the debating of which the Minister 
of Agriculture and Minister of Home Affairs, ad interim, Here von 
Friedenthal, had partaken, this latter left the House, and only some 
Government Commissioners remained present, among whom the Under- 
Secretary of State, Homeyer. In this moment the member for Hagen, 
Herr Richter, asked the Government whether the interests of the for- 
tune of the ex-King George of Hanover, confiscated in 1869, had only 
‘been applied for the defence agninst possible attacks of that King or 
shis agencies, or whether those interests hadjfound any other not per- 
mitted application. The confiscated fortune amounted to 13,382,000 
thalers, giving a yearly revenue of about 698,000 thalers, from which 
the administrative expenses are to be deducted with 180,000 thalers a 
year. Now the Government should state whether the whole amount 
of six times 418,000 thalers (six years having clupsed since the Peace 
of Frankfort in 1871) had been applied according to the law passed in 
the German Parliament in 1871. It may serve as explanation when I 
add, that the great. number of deputies considered it as probable those 
amounts or parts of those sums having been given as an aid or pecuniary 
assistance to the great number of official or semi-official journals, which 
are willing to write ina Government sense. As you know, the number of 
these papers in Germany is rather considerable, and they arc called 
with a glance-to-despisal, “reptiles.” Ae I mentioned above, all Minis- 
ters wero absent, and therefore the Member for Berlin, Professor Vir- 
-ehow, proposed the motion to postpone the sitting, and to demand the 
presence of the Ministers. The Speaker, Herr van Bennigsen, con- 
sidered this motion, as far as ita latter part is concerned, as no legal 
‘one, and it was rejected by 200 against 151 votes; among the former 
were all Polanders, Ultramontanes, and all members of the so-named 
Progressive party. 

On Monday, the 26th of this month, the Emperor William received 
members of the new Chinese Embassy in audience. Her Von 
Bulow was present on the occasion, asa representative of the Prussian 


Cabinet, and Mr. H. O. Brown acted as interpreter. 


After the failure of the negotiations between Germany and Austria 
about a new Treaty of Commerce, the prolongation of the Treaty of 
1868 for one year was proposed by the German Government, but this 
proposal was refused by Austria, which on its side made the offer of @ 
treaty on the footing of the most favoured nations; this again has bean 
found incompatible with the interests of Germany, and things there- 
fore sre still on the same footing aa last reported. The hearty 
friendship between Germany und Austria indeed appears to be 
shook a little at present. 


The appeal of the defendent Mr. Dienst Daber, who had been sen- 
tenced to three months’ imprisonment for repeatedly having offended 
Prince Bismark, hus been rejected, and the above-named verdict purely 
confirmed. Prinee Bismark, as you see, allows nobody to ill-use his 
‘Rame. 


The Sonste hero at Hamburg already, yesterday, has selected the 
men who are to be the highest personages here for the coming year. 
Senator Kirchenpuuer and Senator Weber have been selected as burgo- 
masters, the highest Governmental charge in our little Republic. 


‘The German iron-industry recently has been favoured by sn agree- 
able encouragement by the German navy ; Rear-Admiral Werner bas 
declared, on occasion of the ebristening of the corvette Stosch, that

It is to be hoped that this fair proceeding of the navy will be followed

In one of the sessions of the Nautical Society of this place a point was 
discussed which deserved well to come to the ears of the great sailor's 
friend in England, Mr, Plimsoll. It was mentioned that although 
extensive investigations and improvements as to vesscle and their 
cargoes hed been made, still never there had been talked about the 
greatest calamity of the sailor, the insufficient manning of the vessols. 
Vessels which formerly carried sixteen to eighteen hands are now found 
to be going to sea with ten to eleven hands, and it is this point princi- 
pally from which the great sufferings of the sailors, the many losses, 
the many abandonmenta at sea, &e., originate. It is true that the 
management of the vessels of our day is much easier than twenty-five 
yeurs back, but the pumping, steering gear, &c., has not been improved, 
and many vessels are abandoned now with totally exhausted crews, 
which might have been saved if they had been sufficiently manned. 
‘The underwriters of Hamburg have long been discussing this object, 
but have not been able to do anything against it, but for Mr. Plimsoll 
it certainly would be easy to change things for the better if he should 
choose to make this matter his own,

SRIPFING. 

‘The trade in the river during the past week has been of very little 
importance, and it is now quite plain thet the winter is very near at 
band. We have hitherto hud mild weather throughout, and it was 
not until last night that frost made its appearance. Up the Baltic 
and the Gulf of Finland the temperature is still unusually mild, and 
ull the Russian ports remain open, a great benefit for the exportation of 
gmin, &e., to Western Europe. Several German vessels have left Cron- 
stadt for the Amoor River, under charter by the Russian Government, 
as well as on private account. Of arrivals from the Far East I can only 
report three, viz, the Chanaral, Harris, from Rangoon ; Hesperia, 3.8, 
Johannsen, from China, &c.; the Merour, Gaefken, from Apix, and 
Saturn, Shade, from Flint Island. ‘There have been no departures, 
Neither from’ Bromen nor any other German port are there any 
arrivals or departures for the Far East to be recorded. Our river is 
provided now with two powerful ice-breakers, and the stoppage of 
navigation is no longer to be feared. 
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—+— 
THIS MAIL'S NEWS. 

Still more harrowing accounts even than those which we 
have published for some time past, reach us by the present 
mail with regard to the famine in China. The latest re- 
ports from the province of Shansi are to the effect that the 
distress was so great that thousands were dying daily, and it 
was stated that the poor people were not only feeding upon 
dead bodies, but that the strong in body had become so 
ravenous that they were actually destroying the weak for 
food. The above facts are confirmed by letters from Messrs. 
Tong-king-sing and Chuyue-chee, two Chinese gentlemen 
well known in Shanghai, who were in the north. The China 
Merchants Steam Navigation Co. and employés had sub- 
scribed very liberally towards assisting these poor people. 
At last the Chinese Government has taken some direct steps 
to relieve the sufferers, a decree having appeared command- 
ing a sum of Tls. 400,000 to be provided, one-half from the 
fund of the Board of Revenue, and the remainder by Li 
Hung-chang, toward the relief of distress in the provinces 
of Shansi and Honan. Seventy per cent. of the amount is 
to go to the first-named province. Letters from Tientsin 
state that “the distress is not likely to be felt so keenly in 
Chihli or Shantung as in Shansi, and that the Chinese 
expect to be able to meet the emergency so far as the first 
two provinces are concerned.” One of the local papers in 
Shanghai mentions an extraordinary story concerning a 
certain M. Paris, who, labouring under a delusion that he 
was the Emperor of China, addressed a Chinese crowd upon 
the subject, the result of which was his being arrested and 
handed over to the French Consul-General at Shanghai. 
Much speculation was rife with reference to the Woosung 
Railway, the year during which the Chinese authorities pro- 
mised to keep it open faving nearly expired, and nothing 
being known as to their intentions with regard to it. 
Some news of interest is given in a letter from a French 
Catholic Missionary in Thibet, who says that he considers 
the proposed passage of the English explorers from India 
into Thibet fraught with danger, and that the mere rumour 
of it has created the greatest excitement in L’hassa. 
Orders have been issued to stop all foreigners at the frontier, 
and that if any pass by force all supplies are to be refused 
them, bridges cut down in front of them, and every obstacle 
thrown in their way. The Lamas are the greatest oppo- 
nents ot all intercourse with foreigners. A foreign loan 
has been proposed for the Province of Yunnan, where the 
finances have become greatly impoverished, in consequence 
of the continued internecine warfare. 

From Hong Kong there are continued complaints con- 
cerning the delay in bringing forward the estimates for the 
year 1878. The Hoppo has to some extent checked the 
illegal levies at the Capsingmoon pass. A Naval Court has 
been held concerning the loss of the Aferse. 

From Japan the present mail brings only three days 
later dates than those already received vid America, and 
does not contain any additional intelligence of importance. 

From the Straits the chief event is the arrival of the 
new Governor, Sir W. Robinson, on Oct. 29. The arrange- 
ments for his landing and reception were very satisfactory. 
Lady Robinson accompanied his Excellency. Colonel 
Anson returns to Penang, to resume the government. 
The news from Perak is unfavourable as to its financial 
constitution, 
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THE FAMINE IN CHINA. 

Ir is now certain that the present winter will be one of 
intense suffering in the north of China. For months past 
the ery of approaching famine has come to us ; and at pre- 
sent the effects are being actually felt with great severity. 
A correspondent of the London and China Telegraph at 
Tientsin writes under date of Oct. 6, giving details of 
the sad condition of affairs, and states that no such famine 
as that now going on has been known in China for fifty 
years. Laudable efforts have been made by private in- 
dividuals to relieve the suffering, but the Peking Govern- 
ment, which ought to move actively in the matter, seems as 
usual, to content itself with dealing with what is imme- 
diately under its eye, and to leave the other Provinces to 
take care of themselves. The EmPEROR remits the taxa- 
tion from destitute districts, and orders some £60,000 to 
be diverted from neighbouring districts into Shansi, where 
the disaster is most severely felt. This will certainly go 
only a slight way towards averting the trouble, and there 
will be again this winter untold misery among the poorer 
classes. ‘a is to be hoped that private energy will to some 
extent supplement the defective action of the Government, 
who, knowing the difficulty before them months back, 
might have done more than has been accomplished, accord- 
ing to latest advices, to avert it. It was no doubt a grace- 
ful act of the Peking Government to acknowledge the aid 
they received last year, but they should remember that 
they are bound to do something more than thank foreigners, 
remit taxes that could by no possibility be collected, and 
order “neighbouring provinces” to supply the relief which 
they ought to have taken some steps to afford in a direct 
and certain manner. Anything like an organised appeal 
to this country cannot be carried out so quickly after the 
Indian famine. 





THE CHINESE IN HONG KONG. 

For several mails past we have received information of 
the steady increase of the Chinese element in Hong Kong 
and the proportionate decrease of its foreign character. 
The Colony, in fact, is rapidly becoming more Chinese than 
English, not only in regard to its trade, but now, even im 
respect to the places where Chinamen are domiciled. Only 
by last mail we read that a well-known auction store in 
the best part of the town is to be pulled down, and that 
Chinese houses are to be built in its place; and recent 
letters describe the extent to which the Chinese have of 
late been encroaching on the European quarter, and how 
now, as one walks down the well-known Queen’sroad, one 
sees Chinamen, fat, burly, happy, and very lightly clad, 
fanning themselves as they recline on the verandahs of 
houses formerly occupied by Europeans. The matter in 
itself would be of comparatively little importance were its 
bearing only in connection with the appearance aad com- 
fort of the City of Victoria, Hong Kong—though even in 
this aspect, especially in a tropical climate, the subject 
demands some consideration. But unfortunately it is but 
the outward sign of a difficulty which lies much deeper, and 
which has for years past been felt in Hong Kong. Every- 
thing there seems to be passing rapidly into native hands. 
The trade has been drifting in this direction so steadily that 
foreign merchants have been gradually ousted from one 
occupation after another, till they have had to content 
themselves in a large number of instances with being little 
more than the agents for Chinese. But not only this, 
we have now Chinese Steam and Insurance and other 
Companies, where business hitherto exclusively done by 
foreigners is encroached upon by the ingenious and inde- 
fatigable Chinese trader. Notwithstanding that Hong Kong 
is a British colony, so clever are the Chinese in combining 
together, that they contrive to conduct their trade in very 
much the same way as in their own cities. The power of 
the Guilds is as great in Hong Kong as in any Chinese 
place, and has often been exerted most oppressively against 
Europeans. We could instance one large foreign firm 
whose head-partner was literally subjected to a fine by the 
Piece Goods Guild for some transaction which did not meet 
their approval, and was obliged to pay it, on pain of losing 
every opportunity of doing business. In the same way, 
‘under colour of a native hospital, the Chinese have actually 
| obtained Government support for an institution whose 
object has over and over again been shown to be to enable 
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the native residents when they wish it to evade the laws 
and to establish a kind of Chinese Protectorate over 
the native residents in the Colony. In minor matters 
there are similar organisations of all kinds—combinations 
of tradesmen, coolies, servants, boatmen, hawkers, market- 
men—all having their own little codes of laws, and all bent 
upon the one object of ousting the foreigner from com- 
peting with them, and obtaining the utmost cent from 
those who are forced to deal with them, No wonder under 
such circumstances foreigners find it difficult to make head- 
way in the once flourishing colony of Hong Kong, and 
that the encroachments of the natives are looked upon 
with regret, and not without some little impatience ; and 
when on the top of all this a Governor comes full of 
schemes for further benefiting natives so thoroughly well 
able to take care of themselves, people may be excused if 
they think it time to ask that foreign interests shall also be 
to some little extent considered. Certainly the natives in 
Hong Kong have little enough to complain of,—and the least 
that can be expected is that their presence should not be 
a source of trouble and danger, and that laws sufficiently 


severe to keep out dangerous aud unruly characters will be | 


upheld. There are certainly quite enough Chinese in 
Hong Kong without encouraging the advent of the worst 
scum of the Canton province. 


MANCHESTER MORALITY. 

THE judgment which has been given in the case of WIL- 
LIAMSON ». BARBOUR will long be remembered both from its 
direct mercantile effects and from its importance as a legal 

recedent ou the duties of agents towards their principals. 
¢ Master of the Rolls (Sir Gro. JEssEL) has laid it 
down that when a person is employed as agent for another 
he is bound to act towards him with the fullest good faith, 
and will not be countenanced in making any profits or sur- 
charges of which he does not inform him. Such is the 
sum and substance of the judgment just delivered in 
favour of the plaintiffs in the above-named case, with 
the main features of which our readers have already 
been made acquainted. The effect of the judgment 
will be that the books of the defendants will have 
to be reopened in Chambers for a period extending 
over twenty-five years; and the accounts will have to be 
investigated in order that the amount of a series of over- 
charges made during that period may be ascertained and 
compensation awarded to the plaintifis. The nature of the 
overcharges, as we have already stated, will be readily 
understood by all who have had dealings in Manchester 
goods. The defendants, acting as agents for the plaintiffs, 
charged them various sums for bleaching, packing, mark- 
ing, and discount in excess of what had been actually dis- 
bursed—in some cases to the extent of over 50 per cent. 
—and in regard to one specific charge, that for bleaching, 
had actually written, assuring their constituents that 
they did not as other houses in Manchester did, charge 
more than the actual payments. Upon this point the 
Master oF THE Rotts laid special stress, showing in 
the clearest manner that it distinctly proved that the 
plaintiffs were misled by their agents ; and he also ani- 
madverted very strongly upon the overcharge for dis- 
counts, and on the fact that the defendants had at one 
time discounted paper left in their hands for safe cus- 
tody. Inregard to this he said it was true they were a rich 
firm, but this did not excuse such a course of action. In 
fact, the case has disclosed a state of commercial morality in 
Manchester such as will astonish even those who are already 
acquainted with the doings of that place. The MASTER OF 
THE ROLLs might well, as he did, fail to find any “Custom” 
existing in Manchester. Each seemed togo his own way, 
and the doings of one were only more extraordinary than 
those of his neighbour. But the principle already stated, 
that complete good faith must bepreserved between an agent 
and his principal, was sufficient to cause judgment to be re- 
corded in favour of the plaintiffs with costs, a decision which 
will no doubt cause considerable sensation in Manchester, 
and will, it is to be hoped, have the effect of causing it to 
amend its commercial ways. Manchester, in fact, seems to 
be altogether too imaginative. Ordinary people have always 
been under the impression that the chief qualifications of 
men of business are a plodding adherence to facts and a care- 
fulness almost amounting to punctiliousness not to deviate 


from them at least in documents of so formal a character 
as invoices. But in Manchester hands such prosaic papers 
call forth powers of imagination which would grace a DEFox, 
a DICKENS or a THACKERAY. Mere facts are too common- 
place for mercantile genius of this order, and except for 
purposes of symmetry, multiplications and additions have 
searcely any interest, and have no connection with the 
things themselves to which they are applied. Even dates 
shift about in a mysterious manner when discounts have 
to be calculated, and an invoice finished by a skilled Man- 
chester clerk has so slight a connection with actual prices 
paid that it seems almost supertiuous to make them out at 
all, while the modest charge of commission is evidently in- 
serted upon purely artistic and wsthetic grounds, though 
this little finishing touch may have an important and 
somewhat unfortunate bearing upon the liability of the . 
agent. But, in all seriousness, it is a matter of con- 
gratulation that a stop has been put (as no doubt will be 
the case) by this decision to practices which have 
been the ruin of many houses both in India and China ; 
;and now that the precedent has been established it 
is by no means improbable that other firms who have 
for years been subjected to fraudulent overcharges may 
bring actions for their recovery. However this may be, 
the Manchester firm that will continue these practices in 
face of the decision just given will, indeed, be a bold one. 
The principle enunciated, it may be worthy of remark, in 
conclusion, is identical with that upon which the decision 
in the case of De BusscHE v. ALT was based, and the two 
decisions taken together ought to form a warning that 
neither time, distance, nor technicalities can now be relied 
upon to relieve from liability, anyone who, acting as an 
agent, avails himself of the confidence thus imposed in 
him to make a profit out of his principal. 


Tue Thirty-seventh Annual Report of the P. and O. Com- 
pany, to be presented to the meeting to be held on Tuesday 
next, Dec. 4, has been issued. It is very full and explanatory 
at the present juncture of the Company's affairs, in placing 
which before the shareholders in so clear a form the direc- 
tors have ably performed their duty. The report states 
that the Company’s receipts for the years 1875 and 1876 
showed a joint diminution of £140,000 as compared with 
1874, but a recovery is noted to the extent of nearly 
£100,000 during the present year. It also alludes to the de- 
cision of the Government, as announced some time back, to 
terminate the present mail contract in February 1880, and 
to invite tenders for the postal service. An element in the 
acceptance of such tenders as may he made should no doubt 
be the tried reliability of the P. and O. Company, who have 
carried the mails for forty years past, with signal efficiency, 
and their possessing resources for the purpose unequalled 
by any other Company. We trust that the POSTMASTER- 
GENERAL will see the wisdom of avoiding any experiments. 


On the 26th ult. the Chinese Minister in Berlin, H.E. 
Liu Ta JEN, had an audience with the Emperor of Ger- 
MANY, at the Imperial Palace in Berlin, for the purpose of 
delivering into the hands of the EMPEROR his credentials 
as Minister to the German Court. In addressing his Ma- 
jesty the Minister extolled the friendly relations which 
have existed without interruption between China and Ger- 
many, and, in reply, the EMPEROR said that he reciprocated 
the friendly feelings which China had towards Germany, 
and at the same time his Majesty welcomed the newly-ac- 
credited Chinese Minister on his arrival at the capital. 
After some friendly questions of a less formal character 
the audience terminated. 





THE daily papers have at last commenced to discuss the 
Chefoo Convention and Sir THomas WaADE’s Memorandum. 
The Times gives a careful résumé of the first portion, and 
impliedly promises a second instalment ; the Daily News 
backs up the memorial which has been sent in in favour of 
the ratification of the Convention, and the Echo “ tollows 
on the same side” with an inflated anti-opium article. A 
well-penned letter, evidently from some one thoroughly 
conversant with the subject, appears in The Times, replying 
to the arguments which have been advanced in the memo- 
rial urging the ratification. The substance of these notices 
we give in another column. 
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ACORRESPONDENT, who writes over the signature of “Old 
HongKong,” and whose letter we publishin another column, 
is evidently well informed upon matters in that place. 
He expresses his opinion that gambling is still largely car- 
ried on in the Colony, notwithstanding the measures by 
which it is commonly supposed Sir RicHARD MAcDoNNELL 
succeeded in putting itdown. If our correspondent’s views 
are correct the subject ought certainly to be inquired into. 


IN the appeal case of SwiRE and Others v. FRANCIS, which 
it will be recollected arose out of the defalcations of a Mr. 
W. H. SHAW, and attracted some attention in Shanghai, 
judgmert has been delivered by the Privy Council in 
favour of the appellants, the Court holding that the re- 
spondents (R. FRANCIS and Co.) were responsible for the 
misappropriations of SHaw, who acted as their agent, and 
within the scope of his authority. 





Wit reference to the notice which appeared in the 
Shanghai papers concerning Sir THomAS WADE's return to 
‘China, we understand upon reliable authority that no de- 
finite time has as yet been fixed.

GAMBLING IN HONG KONG. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—I observe by the accounts from Hong Kong by last 
mail that the same fussy action of the police with reference to 
gambling which I can well recollect valien ‘T'was: a vesideat in 
the model colony is again taking place. Trumpery houses are 
being discovered ; dealers in Wei-Sing tickets hauled up, and 
coolies in Taipingshan ruthlessly arrested for petty gambling in 
the streets, as though all this were a tithe of the gambling 
ateadily proceeding in the Colony, and which no power upon 
earth in my opinion could ever suppress. Iam firmly persuaded 
that as much gambling is going on now as was ever the case 
when, under Sir Richard MacDonnell, gambling was openly 
licensed. I do not mean to approve of the licensing system, and 
would much prefer that we had left the gambling, except in 
flagrant instances, alone altogether. But after the houses 
had thoroughly taken root under Sir Richard MacDonnell’s pet 
sections in the Good Order and Cleanliness Ordinance (through 
which the whole system of licensing gambling-houses was iu- 
troduced) it is absurd to believe those houses were put down 
by the measures which were adopted. A more ridiculous farce 
was never put through. Sir Richard, having received instruc- 
tions from the Home Government to put down gambling, 
decided that the matter was too delicate a one to be touched 
by the police, except in quite minor cases, and accordingly 
policemen were (as a first step to puting down gambling) 
strictly prohibited from going into a gambling-house, this duty 
“being specially delegated to Chinese runners conuected with the 
Department of the Registrar-General, who (in common with the 
Captain Superintendent of Police) received an addition of £100 a 
year to his salary for looking after the runners who looked after 
the gamblers. These preliminaries being arranged, on a given 
day appeared a placard, which was, I remember aceing, perused 
by Chinese of the more polite stamp with a quiet incredulous 
smile, and by the coarser sort with a grin from ear to ear, set- 
ting forth that the gambling-houses were all to be shut up ; but 
that it was no use for Chinamen to bribe the police, as they 
were not to go to the houses, and, in fact, would be punished if 
they did, aud that the Registrar-General and Captain Superin- 
tendent of Police would alone take steps to put the gambling 
down. What those steps have been nobody knows. Some 
feeble reports have, I believe, occasionally been made to the two 
gentlemen who are deputed to watch over this particular phase 
of native morals ; but to imagine that the Chinese runners em- 
ployed would not be particularly careful to come to an understand- 
ing with all the more important gambling-houses, or that any ma- 
terial change has really been worked in the matter, is assuredly 
to know very little of Chinese detectives. Is it not simply ridi- 
culous to imagine that Chinese runners would not be bribed by 











the gambling-house keepers, who were considered so likely to 
offer bribes that no European constable was allowed to come 
near them? Yet this is the broken reed upon which we have 
been leaning ever since Sir Richard MacDonnell’s placard ap- 

fared. Ihave been told by a person well able to obtain in- 
formation on the subject, that the gambling went on just as 
before ; and for the reasons above stated, no less than the special 
means of information which my informant had, I am quite pre- 
pared to believe it. Is it not therefore a farce to be bringing 
up wretched coolies for gambling for the smallest sums (for less 
than the stakes commonly hazarded at pitch and toss by gutter 
boys here), while the rich people are able to gamble away to 
their heart’s content in the old style, disturbed only by the 
specially trusted runners of the Registrar-General and the Cap- 
tain Superintendent of Police Yours faithfully,

‘THE CHINESE MINISTER AT OXFORD. 

On the 28th ult. the Chinese Minister, accompanied by Dr. 
Macartney and suite, paid a visit to Oxford. His Excellency 
was received at the station by the Rev. Dr. Legge, the 
Professor of Chinese. Having proceeded to the Randolph Hotel, 
they went on very shortly after to the Bodleian Library, over 
which they were conducted by the Librarian, the Rev. Mr. Cox. 
No room in the institution seemed to impress the Ambassador 80 
much as that containing the maps of the Trigonometrical Survey. 
From the Bodleian the party went to New College, where his 
Excellency was courteously received by the Vice-Chancellor, 
and a large party had been invited to meet him at luncheon in 
the hall” Cansheon over, all proceeded to the Sheldonian 
Theatre, and heard a lecture from Dr. Legge, on the last four 
maxims of the Kiang-hai Sacred Edict. He had discussed the 

revious portion during the last term, and said he was glad to 
bring his exhibition of the Edict to a close in the presence of his 
Excellency Kuo Sung-tao, the first Imperially-commissioned 
Ambassador to represent China at a foreign Court. It was not 
much he would be able to understand of their university and 
colleges on one flying visit, but they hoped he would come again, 
and by-and-by be able to write some distinct account of the 
highest educational system of Great Britain to his friends in 
Peking, and assure them that the universities of England would 
more than bear a comparison with their own Han-lin-Yuan, 
After the lecture the Vice-Chancellor and the Professor of 
Chinese drove with the Ambassador and Dr. Macartney to the 
Colleges of Magdalen, All Souls, and Christ Church. On Thurs- 
day his Excellency was present at the conferring of degrees in 
congregation, and visited two of the schools, where examinations. 
were going on. The Vice-Chancellor then rode with him to see 
the Clarendon Press and the University Museum, where he was 
met by Professors Smith, Acland, Rolliston, Prestwich, and 
Westwood. _ The last institution he visited was the Universit; 
Observatory,"over which he was shown by Professor Pritchard. 
‘A good view was obtained through the great telescope of Venus, 
and he gave a shout of delight when he caught sight of the 
planet, and cried out that “it was likea half moon.” At four 
o'clock he returned to London, expressing great delight with his 
visit, and a deep sense of the courtesy with which he had been . 
received by the Vice-Chancellor and others.

THE CHEFOO CONVENTION. 

The following résumé of the general bearing of the Chefoo 
Convention is given iu The Times. It would appear from the 
concluding sentence that the remaining portion will be pub- 
lished shortly :-- 

Tt has been already atated in these columns that our visitor, Kuo 
Sung-tao, the Chinese Euvoy who came here with a letter to the 
Queen expressing the regret of his Imperial master for the murder of 
Mr. Margary and the attack on Col, Browne's party, bas now received 
letters accrediting him Envoy in permanence from the Emperor of 
China to the Court of St. James's. The first Minister ever authorised 
by the Chinese Government to remain as its permanent diplomatic re 
presentative in any foreign capital has accordingly commenced his 
residence among us. ase 4 

The critical period in our relations with China which began with the 
death of Mr. Margary, a most promising member of the British Civil 
Service, would thus seem definitively closed ; and the moment is op- 
portune for a review of the situation and the circumstances which led 
to it. Ample materials for this purpose are afforded by Sir Thomas 
Wade's last despatch, written since his arrival in England, and pub- 
lished in part by the Foreign-oftice. It isa careful summary, by the one 
Englishman who has most thoroughly studied the singular intricacies 
of Chinese policy, of events in which he himself took a principal part. 
‘The section of the report which rolates to commercial affairs may be 
assumed to be still before the Government of India. At all events, it 
has not yet been published. Its general drift is, however, to be inferred 
from the commercial portion of the agreement signed at Chefoo on 
Sept. 13, 1876, by Sir Thomaa Wade, and Li, the Senior Grand Secre- 
tary of the Empire, who is also Governor-General, or Viceroy, of the 
metropolitan provinee. Earlier reports from our Minister also throw 
mnch light upon the subject. It will be observed that the trne au- 
thors of Mr. Murgary’s fate have never been brouzht to justice, The 
Chinese Government offered victims—anvages to be behewed, and 
mandarins to be degraded. Sir Thomas Wade justly rejuine-t that the 
punishment of persons of whose innovence he was conviueed would be

considered in England an aggravation of the offence of the Chinese Go- 
yernment, and the punishment of the really guilty appearing all but 
hopeless, he declined the mock siti tion of a vicurious atonement. 
‘As to what he dil accept in the way of reparation aa to his decision 
‘to close the case on the condition that the Chinese Government agreed 
to certain terms which appeared to him to guarantee improvement of 
the relations of China with us, and as to the true value of the condi- 
tlons he demanded, we have not yet gained the knowledge resulting 
from actual experience which is necessary to suppert a conclusive and 
definite opinion, The following points, however, appear beyond dis- 
pute. The closing of the Yunnan case coincides with a new and almost 
revolutionary acknowledgment of the relations of China to the Western 
Powers. Since the indignation which Mr. Margary’s murder excited in 
Europe came to strengthen the hands of Sir Thomas Wade, proclams- 
tions have been posted throughout the Ewpire, which inform the in- 
land Provinces of facta long jeously concealed from them as to the 
privileges and respect which Western barbarians are entitled to claim 
and able to command. An indemnity, purposely restricted in amount, 
has been paid to the family of Mr. Margary and to the British Govern- 
ment. A settlement is arrived at of certain questions relating to trade, 
administration of justice, and diplomatic intercourse. The whole of 
this agreement, indeed, is subject to the approval of our Government, and 
their confirmation is more or less dependent upon the assent of other 
Powers in treaty relations with China. That the consideration of these 
Powers should be invited was one of the conditions on which Sir 
Thomas Wade agreed to report the Yunnan case as closed. We cannot 
doubt that however much there may remain for us to effect, so much 
as has been done will be found to conduce to the improvement of our 
relations with Chin: 
Our intercourse with that singular Empire, the seat of a civilisation 
which has grown up independently of our own, and is still full of sur- 
rises for us, began in Queen Elizabeth's time. Later, the East India 
lompany established itself at Canton. In 1834 a Superintendency of 
Trade, with Lord Napier as its chief, superseded the Company. Lord 
's position might have been regarded by us as diplomatic ; in 
ine eyes of the Chinese he was but a chief of the barbarians who came 
hhumbly to their shores to purchase tea, silk, and rhubarb. Up to the 
year 1842 foreign trade other than contraband was restricted to the 
one port of Canton. After the war of 1839 and 1842 Sir Henry Pot- 
tinger’s Treaty threw open the five ports. Lord Elgin’s treaty, rati- 
fied in 1860 at the end of a war, opened ten more ports. Since the 
signature of the Chefoo Convention, which has already been acted 
upon in China, four more ports, making nineteen in all, have been 
‘opened to the foreign merchant, for purposes of trade or residence ; 
and foreign steamera are, in virtue of the same Convention, permitted 
points on the Great River for the purpose of landing 
1g passengers and goods. The Ministers of five or six nations 
reside at Poking, and the right to residence there is secured to repre- 
sentatives of all Treaty Powers. The exports are worth £28,000,000 
annually, and the imports are valued at £27,000,000. England carries 
on over 70 per cent. of the whole international commerce, and, aided 
by an efficient foreign staff, the Chinese Government derives from the 
Customs on foreign trade £4,000,000 annually, no insignificant con- 
tribution to an exchequer which is but slowly recovering from the 
effects of twenty years’ disorder. 

All this commercial intercourse, so beneficial to her in a pecuniary 
sense, has been thrust upon China. To hold relations with the fo- 
reigner is in defiance of the moral convictions of its educated meu, not 
merely of its mandurins, but of a large proportion of the millions who 
are trained in the history and Philosophy of their country. Nothing 

. has been so far obtained in hike by what we term pacific negotiation. 
As the Chefoo Convention was conceded out of fear that if the decision 
were left to the British Government a far heavier penalty might be 
extorted by ite arms, so the Treaty which marks the preceding epoch 
of foreign intrusion into China was exacted by Lord Elgin at the close 
of four years of misunderstanding and hostilities, in which wera in- 
cluded two wars, the partial occupation of Peking, and the destruction 
of the Summer Palace in apecial retribution for an act of the gravest 
treachery. Lord Elgin’s Treaty of Tientsin, signed in 1858 and ratified 
in 1860, is the basis of the existing political arrangements. 

By the ninth article of that Treaty foreigners are free to travel 
through China with passporte ; and in pursuance of this right, as well 
as in accordance with the memorials of several British Chambers of 
Commerce, it was resolved in 1874 by the Governor-General of India 
in Council that a mission headed by Colonel Browne should travel from. 
Burmah by the overland route through Yunnan into Western China 
for the purpose of exploring the country and observing its capacities 
for trade. Sir Thomas Wade obtained for four Englishmen, 
and sent Mr. Margary to meet Colonel Browne. Mr. Ney Elias and Dr. 
John Anderson accompanied Colonel Browne, and the mission was 
afterwards joined by Mr. Allen, a consular interpreter who had been 
sent round by sea, in case Mr. Margary should not reach Burmah before 
ita departure. Mr. Margary, provided with a passport, passed from 
east to west through China by a somewhat shcrter route than that 
which Mr. Grosvenor took the following year, and by the road 
which Colonel Browne's mission would nearly have followed on its 
way into China. Mr. Margary, mecting with great civility on tho 
journey, made hie way safely to Bhamo, in independent Burmah. 
Here be joined Colonel Browne's party, and they all set out 
together for the east. They left Bhamo on Feb. 6th, 1875; and, 
on the 18th, travelling very slowly, came to the fast Burmese 

house on the western bank of the Nam-hpong, which separtest 
China from Burmah. Here a Burmese met them, and told Colonel 
Browne that all was right at Manwyne, the frontier town of Chinese 
territory. To his own countrymen, however, he said that Li-hsieh-t'ai 
had joined with a certain chief to prevent the entrance of the foreign 
mission into China, This Li held rank in the Chinese service ccrre- 
sponding to a captaincy or majority, and was charged with the duty of 
keeping order on the frontier. He is half Chinese, half Burmese by 
birth, and had done good service to the Em ire in putting down the 
Panthay rebellion. Mr. Margary had met 























the west, and had been received by him with the greatest courtesy. 
He ridiculed the idea of Li's hostility. As Mr. Margary knew the 
Chinese officials from his office of interpreter, it was arranged 
that he should go forward and make inquiries. He started 
early on Feb, 19, and expected to reach Manwyne, the same 
night. From’ Tsirai, a mountain village six hours’ jou 

from the starting-point, and about six miles short of Manwyne, he 
that the road was reported clear, and that the 

He made his way to Manwyne, and was mur- 
dered there next day by an armed foree under orders from Momein, 
the capital of the sub-prefecture. The scene of the crime was after- 
wards pointed out to Mr. Grosvenor and the officers of his escort. I 
is a shady spot near the river and the hot springs, called “ under the 

Mr. Margary was bathing, or about to bathe there 
ted. Five of his Chinese servants were also mur- 
dered, The sixth, a relative of Li-bsieh-t’ai, escaped. These appear 
to be the facts of the case. They depend upon the statements of 
several independent witnesses, chiefly, but not entirely, Burmese. The 
story is not admitted by the Chinese, but they admit facts which point 
to the correctness of its main features, and the rival version which the 
Chinese Government had prepared was found, on investigation on the 
spot, to be full of inconsistencies. 

Colonel Browne, after receiving on the 20th Mr. Margary's letter 
from Tsarai, pushed on to within a day's easy journey of Manwyne. 
‘The debatable land between China and Burmahis occupied by Kachyen 
chiefs, who levy black mail on travellers. Their fees had been duly paid, 
but when, on the 21st, Colonel Browne wished to continue his journey, 
these men made difficulties about the baggage. After waiting some 
hours, Colonel Browne, with his English companions, and fifteen Sikh 
policemen who ucted as guard, went on ‘as far as Tsarai, whence they 
saw the white cliffs near Manwyne. Colonel Browne had thoughts of 
proceeding at once to the town, the scene of Mr. Marzary’s murder. 
But the matiner of the chief of Tsarai awakened his suspicions. He 
went back to camp resolved to wait for the morrow's news. In the 
morning he found himself all but surrounded by a large force of armed 
Chinese. A friendly chief of the debatable land arrived with the 
intelligence of Margary’s murder at or near Manwyne, and said that 
4,000 men had been assembled by the Chinese officials at Momein to 
annihilate the English mission. ‘The advance guard, which was now 
threatening the camp, consisted, according to this mountaineer, of 800 
men. Immediately after Colonel Browne had received his communication 
the Chinese began to fire. The fifteen Sikhs, however, made a brave 
resistance, and fortunately they were armed with guns the range of 
which astounded the Chinese. The Burmese escort, about 130 in 
number, gave their “moral support” to the English by shouting, beat- 
ing gongs, and firing their muskets or matchlocks in the air. At a 
critical moment Colonel Browne offered the chieftain who had informed 
him of Margary’s fate a lakh of rupees to burn the jungle through 
which the main body of the Chinese were advancing. The wood was 
successfully fired, the Chinese rushed out in confusion, and finally re- 
treated, leaving some dead men in the jungle. Colonel Browne there 
upon mado the best of his way towards Burma, and was not again 
attacked. Before leaving the field of battle one of the savages cut off 
and brought to the English leader the bead of a Chinaman whom he 
had found killed. A chieftain thereupon remarked, “ You seo it is the 
big Chinese, and not Shans or Kachyens, who are opposing you.” 

"The circumstances of this double outrage proved that it was com- 
mitted by premeditation, and many facts conspired with the experience 
of previous events to lead to the infereuce that it was premeditated by 
high authorities. When Sir Thomas Wade applied to the Chinese 
Foreign-office for Colonel Browne's passports in 1874 he had been 
somewhat surprised that, except a half-jocular observation that Yunnan, 
was better reached from the east than the west, and a passing reference 
to its recently disturbed condition, nothing like opposition was raised 
on behalf of the Chinese. Mr. Margary found the people at every point 
‘ave one remarkably civil. ‘The one exception was ascribed to ant 
missionary feeling. As he approached the frontier, whether in the 
country recently recovered from the Mohammedan rebels or west- 
ward of it, he saw nothing to alarm him. A tribute mission from 
Burmah was passing upward a short distance to his left as he de- 
scended from the Chinese district capital Momein. Such a mission 
would have bsen easily pounced upon by banditti or by the wild tribes 
of the border bad the Chinese Government been unable to protect it. 
‘Messengers came and went between Mr. Margary and the Government 
of India’s agency at Bhamo, in Independent Burmab, without hin- 
drance. After the news of Mr. Margary’s murder and the repulse of 
the rest of Colonel Browne's peaceful mission had come by telegraph 
to Shanghai and so to Peking, a short correspondence ensued in which 
the Chinese Foreign Minister, the Princo of Kung, made a recrimi- 
nating allusion to the recent acquittal of a British subject who had 
been tried for homicide. It was not till seven days had elapsed that 
Chinese officials came to inform Sir T. Wade that next day the matter 
would be laid before the Throne. Sir T. Wade demanded, among other 
things, that his delegates should be present at the investigation which 
was to be held in Yunnan. But this reasonable proposal was strongly 
objected to, and it was only when threatened to withdraw the Lega- 
tion that passports for Mr. Grosvenor and his party were granted. 























| Great delay ultimately ensued in commencing the inquiry, and Sir 


Thomas Wade several times reported that he thought he was being 
trifled with. The Prince of Kung occupied time in complaining of the 
bearing of the British Envoy and requiring direct communication frot 

his superior in England, Lurd Derby’s reply was a desputch to our Mini 
sterexpressing firm supportand approval of his proceedings. Li-hsieh-tai, 
who was early incriminated, was sent on acomplimentary mission to Bur- 
mah. Meanwhile the telegraphic information of the murder was ren- 
dered doubly significant by the arrival of Colonel Browne at Shanghai 
with fuller reports. It then became established that a month before the 
expedition advanced from Bhamo a Chinese dealer had brought infor- 
mation from Momein to Bhama that « large body of troops was in 
readiness to oppose its entrance into China ; that Colonel Browne had 





i-hsieh-t'ai on his way to | been met ashe moved forward by rumours that he would be attacked; 
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that the same rumours were current in Mandalay, the capital of Burmah, ; 
six days before the attack was made ; that on the 2lst, the day before | 
the attack, Colonel Browne had observed Chinese reconnoitring his ! 
position ; that the Chinese who made the onslaught shouted friendly | 
warnings to his Burmeso escort while specially directing their 
efforts to the destruction of the other foreigners, Not the | 
least remarkable incident was this, that immediately after the | 
attack some Burmese attached to Colonel Browne’s party received 
in his presence two letters from other Burmese, petty officials acting 
as the King of Burmah's cotton agents at Manwyne, to the effect that 
Mr. Margary bad been killed by Chinese ; that subordinates of the 
Momein authorities had arrived from Momein ; and that a large body 
of troops were surrounding Colonel Browne preparatory to setting upon 
him. The second of these letters stated that the warning it conveyed 
was forwarded by direction of three Chinese sent to Manwyne by the 
Chinese authority at Momein. The Burmese were exhorted in these 
etters to separate themselves from the English. 

Mr. Ney Elias had taken another route, intending to join Colonel 
Browne later on, He was stopped on the way by Li-hsieh-t’ai and by 
the chief of a reclaimed tribe, who stoutly declared that, passport or 
no passport, he should not enter China by that road. He had, accord- 
ingly, to turn back. 

‘The Commissioners afterwards appointed by the Chinese Government 
to inquire into the Yunnan outrage made a remarkable admission. 
They stated in » memorial to the Emperor that, according to the 
evidence of Li-hsich-t'ai, the notables of Momein having heard that a 
large foreign force was to enter their country, had therefore called out 
their trainbands for the protection of their persons and property. Ac- 
cording to the memorial, the Sub-Prefect, Wu, affirmed that he knew 
nothing of this, but Sir ‘T. Wade appears to have had evidence that the 
committee-room of the notables who issued orders for the armed op- 
Position to the travellers was actually in the office of the Sub-Prefect, 
who could hardly, therefore, have been ignorant of the proceedings, 
The papers forwarded by Mr. Grosvenor from Yunnan leave no doubt 
that a meeting of notables was held, and that they made a requisition to 
Li-hsieh-t'ai to act as their executive officer. Li appears from the cor- 
respondence to have by no means taken the initiative, but to have 
obeyed the orders of this Council or Committce with a full sense of 
the seriousness of the risk. The Chinese Commissioners themselves 
state in their official memorial that Li-hsieb-t'ai had forwarded to the 
Acting Governor-General of Yunnan, Ts'én Yii-ying (but after the 
attack), two letters addressed him by the notables of Momein, and had 
added on his own account that he was actively preparing for the de- 
fence of the frontier. Ts'en replied that he was to keep the people 
quiet. 

Among the papers forwarded by Mr. Grosvenor from Yunnan were 
the depositi-ns of Wu, Sub-Prefect of Momein. In these he mentions 
the receipt on Dec, 21, 1874, of a despatch of instructions from the 
Government of the Province upon the subject of Mr. Margary’s errand. 
These instructions open with the precise words with which the notables 
commence their first letter to Li-hsieh-t'ai. The purport of the letter 
which begins with this remarkable coincidence i a3 follows :—The 
notables write that they have just learnt th«t the British Government 
is despatching three Commissioners from Burmah into Yunnan, and 
that Mr. Margary has been sent from Peking to meet them. Orders 
have been received from the authorities that Mr. Margary is to be 
safely escorted on his way. But foreign intercourse is objectionable, 
as bringing with it annexation of territory, establishment of religious 
missions, and trade. The people of Moraein, who had fought the rebels 
for nearly twenty years, would now further prove their loyalty by 
excluding the foreigners, Mr, Margary should be sent out of the 
country in safety, but when he returned mobs should assemble and 
hem him in tumultuously. He should be exhorted with righteous 
argument, and intimidated by hints of danger. 

‘The letters which contained these instructions were put forward by 
the Chinese Government as authentic, and it is noticeable that they 
represent Chinese officials deliberately proposing to inspire popular 
excitement against foreigners. Sir Thomas Wade tracee the source of 
inspiration to a higher point than the local notables of Momein. He 
is convinced that whatever happened was done, if not by the direct 
order, at least with the approval of the central Government, This 
conclusion, he argues, is justified not only by the circumstantial evi- 
dence collected in the Yunnan case, but by the conduct of the Chinese 
Government in other cases within his experience. Momein is the 
capital of a sub-prefecture of the province of Yunnan. The Governor 
of the province of Yunnan, Ts'en-Yu-ying, was one of the most ruth- 
lessly severe officials who ever trampled out a rebellion. At Tali, by 
his orders, 50,000 of the Panthays, men, women, and children, were 
massacred. Mere cruelty in suppressing a revolt is no reproach in 
China, When Yeh in 1855 beheaded 70,000 persons in Canton, many 
of whom had been surrendered by their own relatives, the decapita- 
tion of 500 prisoners a day seemed to shock no one. ‘Ts'en, however, 
was accused of masaacring many who were not guilty of rebellion, and 
he was actually io danger of impeachment for his merciless severity. 
Such a man was not to be trifled with, His subordinates trembled at ; 
his word. He was in possession of letters from the Chinese Centra 
Government enjoining the protection of Mr. Margary. ‘The Sub-Pre- 
fect Wu had knowledge of these instructions. It is incredible, says | 
our Minister, that the Sub-Prefect should have ventured on a course 
at variance with the Governor's instructions unless he had authority. 
‘The Governor must have received and passed on separate and secret 
instructions. Such is the inference of our Minister. Orders in so | 
mauy words to d. Colonel Browne back vi et armis would not have 
been given by the Central Government. In a despatch from Shanghai, 
written in August, 1876, Sir Thomas Wade indicated the mode of pro- 
cedure likely in such a case to have been adopted :— 

“The utmost length that the Central Guverument would have gone 
would have been to issue an Imperial decree reminding the Governor 
that this mission from India was without precedent ; that, as Governor 
of a frontier province, it behoved him to see tht the Empire did not 


























with foreign nations, State papers that have from time to time fallen 
into my hands are my authority for the ssaumption that, if it moved 
at all, the Central Government would have moved by these means, 
What I advance is, no doubt, hypothesis, but I cannot ignore the past.’ 

‘The Governor-General of Yunnan, Ts’en Yu-ying, who, independently 
of the inferences here suggested, was by his official position responsible 
for any grave crime, the scene of which was within his provincial juris- 
diction, was never brought to trial. On the contrary, it is amazing to 
find that he was one of the three Commissioners appointed to investi- 
gate the outrage. It will not surprise anyone after this to learn that 
the Conré contented itself with censuring and degrading minor officials, 
and with condemning to death eleven unfortunate savages, kidnapped 
in the debatable land, who were feigned to have murdered Mr. Margary 
for the sake of plunder. The Prince of Kung, the Chief of the Chinese 
Foreign-office, strove hard to evade the production of the Governor 
Te'en at Peking. Note after note demanding his preseuce there was left 
uminawered, and Sit Thoms Wade quitted Peking without a definite 
reply on this subject, and without any assurance on which he could 
rely that the conditions which he was prepared to accept in lieu of 
judicial satisfaction would be fulfilled. His abrupt departure from 
Peking on June 14 alarmed the Chinese Government. The 
Grand Secretary, Li Hung-chang, was invested with special powers 
to treat with him, and in due time the two Ministers met at Chefoo. 
Sir 'T. Wade broke ground by requiring either the production of the 
Governor Ts'én Yii-ying or the reasons why he should not be produced. 
The Prince of Kung did at last give his reason. In the absence of 
tangible evidence against him, Ts’én could not be summoned. But 
this evidence Sir T. Wade declares that he was unable to give until all 
the parties for whose production he had pressed should be in Peking, 
After some further pourparlers he determined therefore to waive his 
demand for the trial of ‘I's'’én. On the other hand, he insisted on the 
concessions in general practice for the future embodied in the Chefoo 
Convention. Of course, he stipulated that the miserable savages whom 
it was proposed to murder judicially should not be put to death ; and 
in the proclamation approved by Sir T. Wade, which was to be posted 
throughout the Empire, telling the story of the Yunnan outrage, it 
was expressly stated that the evidence against the accused was insuffi- 
cient, and that their punishment was therefore declined, the English 
Government preferring security for the future to vengeance for the 
past. 


Beforo the Margary outrage the necessity for a readjustment of our 
diplomatic and commercial relations with the Chinese Empire had be- 
come painfully apparent. The domestic troubles of China and the 
long minority of her Sovereign had prolonged the period of forbear- 
ance. A second Regency of the two Empresses, destined probably to 
be along one like the first, began in January, 1875, when an infant 
Emperor was chosen. Our Minister had given special notice of his in- 
tention to require from the Chinese Government such security for im- 
provement as he might be able to report as satisfactory; but being 
temporarily occupied in conferences relating to the emigration of 
Chinese to Cuba he bad taken no further atep when the telegraph 
brought the intelligence of the assassination of Mr. Margary. Thus it 
came to pass that the exaction of guarantees for improved diplomatic 
and commercial relations was attached to his demands for reparation 
for an act of treachery and violence. ‘The Chefoo Convention, the 
document which embodies the agreement come to as to these 
three objects, is naturally divided under three heads — (1) settle- 
ment of the Yynuan case ; (2) official intercourse; (8) trade. A 
special article relates to the coming Mission to Tibet, We bave al- 
ready published the text of this Convention. The commentary on it 
in Sir 'f, Wade's report is full of interest. He utterly repudiates tae 
inference, drawn from the fact that it aims also at other objects, that 
vengeance upon Mr, Margary's murderers had been bartered for blood 
money in the shape of commercial advanteges. From the beginning 
he had fought for an improvement in our relations on three grounds— 
first, that we had specific mattera,of complaint ; secondly, that before 
the Yunnan outrage he had given notice to the Chinese Government 
that an amelioration was required ; thirdly, that the Yunnan atrocity 
was but a consequence of a policy of which the restrictions embarrass- 
ing foreign intercourse in trade or otherwise were both a cause and a 
symptom. More detailed observations on the subject must be post- 
poned. 


The Daily Neus contains an article sustaining in general terms 
the arguments of the memorialists who have addressed Lord 
Derby in favour of the ratification of the Convention. The 
writer concludes as follows 


We have studiously abstained from discussing other points which 
have been raised by afew of the merchants. We readily believe that 
the Chefoo Convention admits of being greatly improved. The same 
may be said of most commercial treaties. They are apt to contain ele- 
ments which perhaps represent the fears or prejudices rather than the 
true interests of the nations which enter into them. The question is 
not whether the Chefoo Convention is free from blemishes, or whether 
it would not be possible to supplement it with new clauses 
to promote free commercial intercourse ; but whether, having regard 
to the fact that we are the responsible authors of the Treaty, aud gave 
the Chinese Government no alternative but to accept it, we are not- 
under a grave moral obligation to carry out its provisions. With what 
justice or propriety can we reopen a negotiation which Sir T. Wade 
more than a year ago declared to be closed? It is very unfortunate 
that the most important part of Sir T. Wade's Report, the section on 
trade, has been omitted from the Blue-book laid before Parliament, 
the more sv because there can be little doubt that its publication would 
greatly strengthen the case of those who support the Convention. 
Still, although we have not the advantage of a full knowledge of the 
grounds upon which the British Plenipotentiary has justified the new 
commercial regulations, we venture to think that public policy de- 
mands that the ratification of his agreement should no longer be with 























suffer, yet always so that the Government should not be embroiled 


held. 
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The £cho plunges medias in res with a strong anti-opium 
article, containing the usual arguments adopted un that side of 
the question. Su says = 

Those who would refuse to ratify the Chefoo Convention—an inter- 
national agreement, as we have said, with, for once, a grain of norlity 
in it—look wistfully back at the grand sinuggling days of 1840, when 
cargoes of British-grown opium were surreptitionsly sold to Chinese 
dealers. and conveyed a4 contraband up the rivers, ia defiance of the 
Government vessels, and with the direct connivance of the Indian 
Executive. The Chinese, it is true, adopted a strong tnensure when. 
they prohibited its introduction altoxether ; but they, no less than the 
English, bad a revenue to lose, and they chose to sacrifice it rather than 
abet the monstrous traflic which was carried on. It is at a return to 
this system that the opponents of the Chefoo Convention are secretly 
aiming, though it may be hoped that public opinion at home, when 
sufficiently enlightened upon the matter, will be too strong for them. 
We have already more than enough to anawer for in connection with 
this unhallowed tmde, At all events, let us trust that no more 
blood will be spent in forcing it again, under apecial privileges, upon 
the people or Government of Chins, It may he impossible to 
‘extirpate the practice, even supposing the Chinese Government to be 
entirely sincere ; nor can we, perhaps, expect the Indian Government 
to give up at once an important branch of revenue, or the Indian mer- 
chante most lucrative trade—lucrative, even though it atops short at 
the sea coast, and is not allowed to be carried on, except by native 
deslers, in the interior. Not even China herself contemplites at the 
Present day a measure of total prohibition. What, however, if she did! 
‘Would the armed policy of 1842 and 1858, which imposed upon her 
the Treaties of Nankivg and Tientain, be once more reverted to for the 
sake of insisting that opium shall continue to corrupt and abuse her 
people! There are prohibitory cluses in nearly every tariff of Europe, 
and if reference be made to tlie ‘Treaties named on the ground that the 
two conventions negotiated since the date of their several signatures 
have not been ratified, the movement now going on—a hutoane and a 
Christian movement—is precisely intended to procure that ratification. 
Whatever happens, however, may we dare to hope thut the English 
nation will never again, under any conceivable circumstances, employ 































its army and navy to fight the battles of the opium-dealers? 

A leiter signed “ Ki-tai” has been published in The Times, in 
which an answer is made to the memorial in favour of the rati- 
fication of the Convention. ‘The writer commences as follows :— 

Oriental finance in general is not the most promising field for amateur 
experiment, and the fiseal system of China in particuzar has puzzled all 
who bave «ver tried to master it. But the subject presents no diffi- 
culties whatever to the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Duke of West: 
minster, Cardinal Manning, Mr. Spurgeon, the two Messrs, Morley, a 
group of “ Professors,” Ritualists, and Quakers, missionaries and Comt- 
ists, With some waifs and strays of the mereaptile community, who 
have lately memoriulised the Government on the subject of the Clotoo 
Convention, If these distinguished persons would try the experiment 
of united action in some sitnple matter within the sphere of their own 
observation, such as the endowment of a bishopric or the reform of a 
school, they miht perhaps be led to auapect that their unanimity on a 
question which concerns the social life of a singularly litile-understuod 
people on the other side of the globe must be the result of inspitation 
rather than of knowledge. 

The letter then proceeds to urge that no substantial reparation 
has been made for the Margary outrage, and that there would be 
no difficulty now in placing the Chinese in stutu guo ante, as the 
money paid as compensation could be returned and the new 
porta, if need be, closed. He goes on to say that in the eyes of 
the memorialists, the Convention resolves itself into one clause, 
that relating to opium ; and states that the memorialists demand 














that the Chinese Government shall not only be permitted to! 


place, but assisted in placing a protective duty on imported 
opium, and that the effect of a protective duty is just the same 
on opium as on any other commodity ; it compels the consumer 
to pay a high price for an inferior article, so that the already 
extensive cultivation of the poppy in China will be farther 
stimulated by the increased price—a doubtful benefit to the 
Chinese people, who, whatever their physiological relations to 
opium, uudoabiedly Spend too much of their earnings on the 
narcotic. He concludes as follows :— 

But the operation of the opium clause in the Convention is mot? 
far-reaching than some of the memorialists are probably aware. It is 
tolerably well known that the revenue system of China is wholly bar- 
barous, the essential feature of it being the power of irresponsible taxa- 
tion exercised by the officials all over the empire. Officers with prac: 
tically no pay are put over populous districts to make all they can out 
of their opportunities, Their career is watched with a kindly interest 
by their superiors, even by those in the highest places, who look 
eventually to share their good fortune, It is this canker which re- 
duces the richest country in the world to the condition of the very 
poorest for all effective purposes. The Opium Clause in the Conven- 
tion will embalm this very rottenness of Chinese finance, and place it 
more than ever beyond the hope of remedy until the yoke of the pro- 
sent Tartar Government is thrown off by an uprising of the people. 
‘The mandarins have been taxing opium at their pleasure all along, but 
the new agreement stipulates that the British Government shall hence- 
forth supply the machinery for collecting by Chinese from Chinese an 
unlimited amount of duty, the local authorities being left to decide, 
“according to the circumstances of each,” what the amuunt shall be. 
For the British Government to intermeddle between the Chinese-tax- 
gatherers and the Chinese tax-payers, to take the side of the oppressor, 
and to undertake an obligation to which no limit iz assigned, would 
‘be attended with inconveniences of the gravest kind. Yet it is to 
force on this unnatural state of things, and no other, thut the fussy 
philanthropy of England has been set in motion, 





The signataries of the memorial of course thought that they were 
somehow or other striking a blow against opium-emoking, because the 
memorial was fathered by a society which has been got up, according 
at Sir E. Fry's lecture, “to put an end to opium-smoking 
But in truth the consumption of opium in China can 
only be associated with the ratification of the Chefoo Convention by a 
process of reasoning suited to that peculiar cerebral condition which 
refuses to see through a straight tube, but requires it to be bent. It 
is this:—At present Indian imported and Chineso grown opium com- 
pete in the Chinese markets on fairly equal terms. The Chinese Go- 
vernnent desire to stop the growth and the use of opium in their 
country. The first step in this operation is to. levy protective, to be 
followed by prohibitive, duties on imported opium, whereby an enor- 
tous stimulus will be given to the cultivation of the indigenous plant. 
The Chinese Government has never been able to prevent the cultiva- 
tion of the poppy; but when the trade in foreign opium has been 
killed, and the arca'of poppy cultivation in China bas vastly increased, 
then, it is contended, it will be quite eusy for the Government to step 
forth and crush the growth and the use of opium with one blow. This 
is the kind of pabnlum which is thought good enough for the persons 
who have undertakea no less a task than that of reforming the do- 
mestic and social habits of the oldest and most populous nation in the 
world. 


THE BRADFORD CHAMBER ON THE CHEFOO 
CONVENTION. 

The following memorial has been addressed to Earl Derby by 
the Bradford Chamber of Commerce :— 

Bradford Chamber of Commerce, Nov. 23, 1877. 

My Lord,—The Convention signed on Sept. 13, 1876, at Chefoo, by 
Her Majesty's Representative and the Chinese Plenipotentiary not 
having been officially communicated to the Chambers of Commerce, 
the Council did not hitherto consider themselves called upon to express 
an opinion on a document which if it should be ratified would have 
an important bearing upon the trade of this district. 

Having, however, been informed that your Lordship has been urged 
by parties, many of whom are not immedixtely interested in trade, to 
ratify the Chefoo Convention as it etands, this Council consider it their 
duty to state their reasons for desiring a careful reconsideration of 
several parts of the Third Section before Her Majesty's Government 
sanction the stid Convention. 

It is with peculiar satisfaction that they observe the agreement for 
opening new ports on the Yangtsze river, a’ mensure which they ven- 
tured to recommend in a memorial of November, 1869, and they only 
regret that the extension of such privilege to Chung Kung is made 
contingent upon the place being reached by steamers which is supposed 
to be feasible by the removal of the existing impediments to naviga- 
tion between Ichang and that metropolis of Sze Chuen, provided the 
Chinese Government be willing to offer facilities for the necessary 
works, 

To make Chung Kung a port for the residence of foreigners would 
open out one of the largest and richest provinces of China to British 
trade. 

This Council therefore trust that your Lordship may yet succeed in 
adding this city to the number of ports opeu to trade, aud in making 
it a Consular district 

The main objections to the ratification of the Chefoo Convention in 
its present state ure in the opinion of this Conucil the apparent con- 
tradictions in the terms of Articles 1 and 4 Section IIL, and the sub- 
stitution of a very objectionable, because dubious, clause for the clear 
decluration contained in the 28th Article of the Treaty of Tientsin, 
which provides— 

“That on payment of a single charge in discharge of all transit duties 
a certificate shall be isstied, which shall exempt the goods from all fur 
ther charges twhatoever. 

If, notwithstanding this clear provision, the mandarins in some parts 
of the Empire have continued to levy avarying and altogether arbi- 
trary tax known as lekin, this Council consider it important that a 
clause be agreed upon which shall be drawn in such definite terms that 
it will be impossible to leave room for equivocation or misunderstand~ 




















Phe 4th Article of Section III. of the ssid Convention appears to 
provide for that desideratum by stating “ that so far as imports are 
concerned the nationality of the persona possessing and carrying these 
imports is immaterial, but in the Ist Article of the same Section words 
are introduced which may be interpreted to mean the contrary, and to 
give permission to any local magistrate to impose whatever tax he likes 
upon British goods the moment they have passed beyond the limits of 
the treaty porta, or become the property of natives. 

Ihere cannot be a doubt that such apparently contradictory terma 
will be frequently taken advantage of by astute Chineso officials, and 
that instead of facilitating trade by one uniform system of taxation a 
moat vexatious distinction will be introduced, and disputes and diffi- 
cuities, which hitherto have been too frequent, would be perpetuated. 

This Council, therefore, beg to call your Lordship’s attention to the 
necessity of altering those objectionable parts of the Ist and 4th 
Articles in Section iLL, 80 as to leave no doubt as to the intention of 
the high contracting Powers, and that it bs clearly declared, 

“That imported goods shall be liable to no other duty at the Treaty 
ports than to the regular import duty, and that the certificate of the 
payment of the commuted transit dues shall free them of all further 
inland charges, taxes, or lekin whatsoever; and 

“That tbe nationality of the person possessing or carrying auch certi- 
fied goods be immaterial.”

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THE P. AND O. COMPANY’S REPORT. 

"The net profits for the year (including £3,159 brought forward from 
last year) amount to £134,801, which, after deducting the interim 
dividend of 2 per cent., adiwit of a further dividend of 24 per cent., 
which the directors now recommend to be paid; a balance of £3,801 
being carried over to next year. 

Since the last report was issued, the Massilia has been sold in Yoko- 
kama, and the Nubia har found a purchaser in the London School 
Board. Both these vessels had become obsolete for the Company's 
work from having been built at time when the conveyance of heavy 
cargoes was confined to sailing vessels and formed no part of the Com- 
prny’s business. The Tiptree, being no longer required as a coal bulk 
at Yokohama, has also been sold. The Hindostan, mentioned in the 
half-yearly report as baving received new machinery and extensive 
alterations by Messrs. Day, Summers, and Co., has completed her first 
‘voyage to India and China successfully. A contract has been entered 
into with Messrs. James Howden and Co., of Glasgow, for new boilers, 
andat the same time new engines, for the Jndus, as it is considered 
advisable to.increase the present speed of this ship. Another contract 
has been made with Messrs. Caird and Co. for new boilers for the 
Khedive and Mirzapore. 

MAIL AND GENERAL SERVICES, 

‘The directors are happy to be able again to congratulate the pro- 
prietora on the safe navigation of the fleet, and its immunity in a re- 
murkable degree from minor accidents. This result reflects the highest 
credit, not only ou the Marine Department of the service, but on the 
Engineering Staff, whose zeal and assiduity the directors also desire to 
record in this report, 

‘The mail services have been performed with remarkable punctuality, 
characterised atthe same time by a frequent anticipation of the due 
dates of arrival. In connection with this subject the directors think 
it necessary to bring to the notice of the proprietors the fact that, in 
reply to a question in the House of Commons, Lord John Manners, 
the Postmaster-Geveral, recently stated that notice would be given to 
this Company of the intention of Her Majesty's Government to termi- 
nate the present mail contract in February, 1880, and that tenders 
would be invited for the mail services. 

‘At that date the Company will have completed a period of forty 
years during which they have been engaged in the performance of the 
Most extensive and intricate mail services in the world. The capital of 
the Company was raised to ita present point, and their ships were built 
with a view to carrying out these services, while the commercial princi- 
pie which might othersvise have been imported into the Company's 

usiness at an earlier date, and to a larger extent, had to be subordi- 
nated to the fulfilment of the special work of postal communication, 
which was a matter of vital necessity to the development of politieal 
and commercial intercourse between Great Britain and her Eastern 

jons. 

As to the manner in which this work has been carried out it is 
scarcely necessary to speak, as§its efficiency has been universally re- 
cognised, but it should be remembered that the Company have from 
the first commencement of their operations acted upon the principle of 
reducing ; in favour of the public revenue, the charge for conveying 
mails when they obtained anything more than a moderately fair return 
on their invested capital. That fair return the Company havo not re- 
ceived since the Suez Canal was opened, and it was not unreasonable 
to expect that, secing the Company in time of prosperity were always 
willing to reduce the charge for carrying on their service, the position 
‘ef the Company under the present contract would have had some con- 
sideration from the Government; more particularly as, though their 
income has been diminished to so large an extent through no fault of 
their own, they have yet kept steadily and successfully in view the im- 
provement of the mail service. : 

RESERVE ACCOUNT. —INSURANCE AND DEPRECIATION, 

In their last annual report the directors fully explained the necessity 
for employing for the time being the profits of underwriting for the 
purpose of depreciation. In the accounts for the present year they 
have, therefore, acted upon this principle, and they have also taken ad- 
vantage of the comparatively favourable state of these accounts to ap- 
Propriate a further sum of £200,000 to the same purpose, so that: the 
value of the flect is altogether reduced by the amount of £493,000 
during this financial year. 

To explain why such a large appropriation is in the opinion of the 
directors both politic and necessary, it is essential to refer to the plan 
formed for the purpose of replacing ships out of profits upwards of 
thirty years ago. That plan was, very properly, to charge against 
Profits every year a certain amount or percentage, so as to form a 
reserve fund from which to replace ships as they became worn-out or 
were sold. The amounts, however, thus set aside were not percentages 
on the original cost of the ships, but on reduced values, and they have 
proved, on the whole, insufficient for the purpose required. ‘This de- 
ficiency entailed the employment of more capital than would probably 
have otherwise been necessary ; yet, eo great was the development of 
the Company between 1846 and 1866, and so encouraging were the 
future prospects, that when during that period the expansion of the 
work required new capital it was called for by the directors, ané pro- 
vided by the proprietors, with the utmost confidence on both sides. 

But the fact of a somewhat insufficient provision having been mado 
during the above period necesearily led toarreare in this respect, which 
were increased by no depreciation having been charged in 1866, as the 
Proprietors were then informed ; for although the amount expended in 
Tepairs in that year was extremely heavy (£440,000), this did not com- 
Pensate for the omission of the annual charge on account of deprecia- 
tivn, which proved subsequently to be fully required towards replacing 
the fleet. It is known to the proprietors, that since the commence- 
ment of the present Mail Contract in 1868, the directors have 
strenuously endeavoured not only to keep the capital within existing 
bounds, but to reduce it. One of the principal means of doing so 
Would have been to increase the depreciation charge. They have, ho 
ever, had three difficulties to contend with in carrying out their views 
in this respect as they would have wished. 








First, there was a deficiency, as explained above, in the amount which 
should have been charged specially on uccount of depreciation, and also 
in the General Reserve Fund, which had been reduced by the sum of 
£229,000 in 1867 by the lomes of that year. Second, there was a 
decline of £800,000 per annum in the commercial earnings of the Com- 
pany after the opening of the Suez Canal. Third, the directors, not- 
withstanding these serious drawbacks, had, in order to keep the Com- 
pany in their position under the altered condition of their carrying 
trade after the Suez Canal was opened, to sell st a cacrifice about 
40,000 tons of the older vessels, most of which, except that they could 
not carry sufficient cargo, were fit for several years’ work ; and at. 
the same time it was necessary to build upwards of 80,000 tons of new 


shigs, 

‘The proprietors will readily admit that these radical changes in the- 
fleet ‘been successfully accomplished, and the reserve has long 
beon raised from £290,000, at which it stood in 1867, to over £430,000. 
The remaining task devolving upon the directors was that of increasing 
the amount of depreciation, 80 as to raise the means for the future 
renewal of the fleet to an adequate level, which ins Company like 
this may be fairly attained by the aggregate amount of 6 per cent. per 
annum being charged against profit and loss on the original cost of 
every ship. By the charge made in the accounts for the present year 
the depreciation has been raised retrospectively to that normal point, 
and the effect is to reduce the book value of the fleet as compared 
with last year by the amount of nearly £8 10s. per ton. If further 
argument were necessary to show the advisability of the course pursued: 
by the directors in this matter, it would be seen in the fact that the 
present Mail Contract terminates in 1880, and that certain steamers 
now employed under that contract will from the constantly changing 
conditions of trade have to be disposed of, either before or soon after 
that time. Unless, therefore, the cost of these vessels is written down, 
uufficiently, a sacrifice would have to be incurred on them which would 
seriously interfere with future profits. 

DEBENTURES AND DEBENTURE STOCK. 

It will be seen by the accounts that the debentures have this year 
been reduced from £671,500 to £454,500, and at the date of issuing 
this report the amount outstanding is etill further reduced to 
£414,500. ‘The directors have considered it very necessary to mark 
every movement made in the reduction of the debenture debt by a 
caution as to the probability of requiring to replace the same by de- 
benture stock to a similar or lesser amount. These debentures having 
been relied on for twenty years as part of the Company’s regular capital, 
it would have been imprudent to treat their repayment otherwise than 
tentatively. But having proceeded so far in this direction, the 
directors entertain the hope that, if no serious fluctuation should occur 
in the Company’s position during the next two years, they may be 
enabled to liquidate the entire amount of the debenture debt without 
requiring simultaneously to create any debenture stock. The power 
of issuing the latter stock would thus be held in reserve until the 
fature requirements of the company are more clearly defined. To: 
prevent any misapprehension aa to the cause of the directors’ ability 
to release this amount of capital, it may be well to state that it arises 
in a great measure from the smaller stocks of coals and stores which 
are now required to be kept up by the Company, as the Suez Canal, 
while reducing their receipta to an enormous extent, has enabled them 
to diminish tha stocks of stores and material which they formerly re~ 
quired throughout the East. 

GENERAL OPERATIONS FOR THE YEAR. 
The Company’s receipts for the years 1876 and 1876 showed a joint 

















diminution of £140,000, as compared with the revenue of 1874, and it 
will be so far satisfactory to the proprietors to note that @ recovery 
has been made to the extent of nearly £100,000 during the present 
year. A portion of this recovery is owing to the exceptional 
amount of Silver shipped to the East during the year, a source of 
revenue, on the permanence of which, however, past experience has 
shown that it is impossible to rely. The increase in the revenue in 
other respects is due partly to s development of local traffic in the 
East, and partly to glimpses of general improvement in trade, which 
have, however, been on the whole somewhat fitful and unsatisfactory. 
‘At no time has the freight business from Bombay, in which the Com- 
pany have such a large interest, been so unsatisfactory. The rate of 
freight from Bombay to Liverpool and the Continent has not for the 
last six months averaged much over thirty shillings per ton, and as 
the Suez Canal charges have to be paid out of that, it may be easily 
seen that there must have been a serious logs to the Company in this. 
‘The general increase of revenue under all the circumstances shows 
that. with anything like a permanent improvement in business, the 
proprietors may hope to see better returns in the way of freight. 

‘The expenditure side of the account shows an important diminution 
even as compared with last year, though the expenses were then 
greatly reduced. In reference to this point the directors have now to 
confirm what was stated in their last Annual Report, that much of the 
saving was due “ to economy in the general working of ships and os- 
tablishmente, which, though the directors have been aiming at it for 
years, could only in a business of such magnitude come slowly to 

ition.” 


‘As the working of mail contracts, such as those of the Company, 
entails exceptional expenses, not only on board ship, but at a large 
number of foreign stations (expenses which are unknown to private 
shipowners), the directors cannot, of course, allow the desire for 
economy to interfere with the efficient management of the business in 
which the Company are engaged. Proprietors muet not, therefore, 
anticipate that retrenchment can judiciously be carried much further 
while this contract lasts. In some respects, such as that of coal, for 
which freights have been unusually low, there may probably be here- 
after an advance on the charge for the present year. 

‘At the same time, the directors believe they will never again be 
called upon to makesuch an inroad on the earnings of the year in order 
to keep the proprietors’ capital in a sound position. Admitting the 
present disappointment which proprietors must feel in seeing their 
revenue absorbed to so large an extent for the purpose of depreciation, 
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the directors are convinced that in acting as they are doing in this 
matter, they are pursuing not only the safest, but the only safe course 
that can be pursued to muintain the permanence of the Company, and, 
at the sane time, to render the existing capital sufficient for future 
requirements, 

RETIRING DIRECTORS AND AUDITORS. 

In conformity with the provisions of the Deed of Settlement two of 
the directors and the two auditors go out of office on the day of the 
meeting. 

The directors eo retiring, Admiral Sir William Hutcheon Hall, 
K.C.B, and William Fane De Salie, Eeq., and the auditors, Joseph 
Gilvester Godfrey, Exq., and William Samuel Deacon, Esq., have given 
notice of their willingness to serve again, and, being re-eligible, the 
directors have much pleasure in recommending them for re-election. 


THE MANCHESTER “COMMISSION” CASE. 

The hearing of the case of Williamson v. Barbour, upon which 
‘we comment elsewhere, and which is likely to become a veritable 
cause célébre in the commercial world, was concluded on the 28th 
ult., before the Master of the Rolls. Great interest was through- 
out manifested in the case, which occupied no less than six days, 
during which the matter was most elaborately argued. Sir 
Henry James, Q.C., Mr. Chitty, Q.C., Mr. Robinson, Q.C., and 
Dr. Bryce appearing for the plaintiffs; the Attorney-General, 
Mr. Benjamin, Q.C., Mr. Southgate, Q.C., Mr. Marten, Q.C., Mr. 
Edwarde, Q.C., and Mr. Mackenzie for the defendants. 

Mr. Benjamin, Q.C., addressed the Court in his best style 
on behalf of the defendants, a portion of his argument going 
to show that the prices charged by Barbours were known to 
and acquiesced in by the plaintiff, who did not object, inas- 
much as the great influence of the defendants’ house was the 
means of increasing the plaintiffs own business. Proceeding to 
observe upon the injurious effect of the allegations in the bill 
upon the character and standing of the defendants, he was in- 
terrupted by the learned Master of the Rolls, who said that he 
protested against appeals which were sometimes effectual with 
juries, made on the ground that the character of a party would 
be atlected if a decree or verdict were given against him; with 

that he had nothing to do. Mr. Benjamin continued his very 

skilful argument on behalf of the defendants, when he was fol- 

- lowed hy Mr. Marten, Q.C., and Mr. Edwardes, Q.C., on behalf 
of their several clients. In the course of his remarks Mr. Ben- 
jamin, making an adjaration, said, “In Heaven’s name ”—when 
the judge interrupting bim said, “ Mr, Benjamin, Heaven has 
nothing to do with this case.” 

The cross-examination of the defendants’ witnesses by Sir 
Henry James, Q.C., being begun, the first witness was Mr. 
Barbour, one of the defendants. The cross-examination of this 
gentleman was severe and pressing, being directed in a great 
measure to the correspondence with the Calcutta members of the 
plaintiff's firm. The witness was obliged to admit thatas much as 
45 per cent. discount had been allowed to his firm by the makers 
of packing-cases, The next witness cross-examined upon his 
afidavit was Mr, William Graham (formerly M.P. for Glasgow), 
who had testified to the fact that many of the alleged instances 
of overcharge were legitimate according to the usage of the M 
chester trade. This wituess also underwent a rigorons cross. 
examination at the hands of the learned counsel, and was, more- 
over, subjected to considerable questioning from the learned 
judge, the latter being chiefly directed to the general nature of 
auch dealings as were alleged against the defendants by the 

laintiff’s bill. Upon a question being put to him hypothetically 

yy the learned Master of the Rolls, who asked, “ Would you call 
that fraud?” the witness replied, “I have heard your lordship 

‘use the word fraud in this case in a way that astounded me.” To 

which the Master of the Rolls rejoined, “Is it not the mildest 

word we can use? We might say ‘thievish’ or ‘ roguish’ act, 
or ‘robbery,’ but we are accustomed here to use the most polite 
word we can find.” The wituess was further cross-examined us 
to his opinion of certain instances of overcharge made by the 
defendants in respect of insurance policies which had not been 
effected, bills discounted before the proper time, and erroneous 

“due dates”’on the invoices, The Court was densely crowded 

during the cross-examination of the defendants’ witnesses. The 

elaborate and decisive judgment delivered by Sir George Jessel 
is given in our Legal Reports. It is stated that the examination 
of the books will take ten years. 














Monetary and Commercial. 





The annual meeting of the P. and O. Company will take place 
on Dec. 4. The report, which is given in full elsewhere, shows 
net profits of £134,301 for the year, aud a dividend of 24 per 
cent., in addition to the 2 per cent, interim dividend, is recom- 
mended. 

The Tea market has continued very quiet during the past 
week as regards the home demand ; but for export large orders 
are reported for the Continent up ‘to 8d. per Ib. for black leaf. 
Prices for this kind show an advance of 3d. Frona the lowest point; 
but tea intrinsically 3d. to 4d. per Ib. better is only saleable at 

d. to 10d. The imports since July 1 to the 30th inst, reach 
125,000,000 Ibe., against a delivery of 84,000,000 lbs. which will 





clearly show the cause of the downward tendency for s0 long a 
time past, but from this time to next summer deliveries will 
outstrip receipte, the bulk of tea now to arrive being per sailing 
vessel and of common quality, while the latest telegrams from 
Foochow and Shanghai report the markets at those ports as. 
closed for the season as regards black teas. It is evident that 
with ordinary judgment importers may avoid further losses by 
abstaining from forcing sale as during the eix months, 
seeing that the market has evidently taken a turn for the better, 
which is fully in accordance with the latest advices from China, 
Heavy as the losses have been in China teas, the late imports of 
Indian from Calcutta show even more disastrous results, losses 
ranging from 3d. up to 8d. per Ib., siftings selling as low as 74d. 
per Ib, as against 114d. per Ib. last year, and Pekoes from 
Is. 10d: to 2s, against 9s. 4d. to 3s. at this period last year. 

During the week ended the 24th ult. the aggregate quantity 
of tea delivered from the bonded warehouses in ‘London was 
about 5} per cent. higher than in the preceding week, the total 
being 3,992,044 lbs., of which 2,347,580 lbs. was for home con- 
sumption, 808,390 Iba, was removed coastwise, 708,269 Iba, was 
exported, 124,477 lbs. waa sent coastwise for exportation, and 
3,328 Ibs, was for ships’ stores. The duty paid amounted to 
£58,690, against £58,441 in the previous week, showing an in- 
crease of £249, or close upon } per cent. 

The improvement noted in the Silk market last week has con 
tinued, and a fairly active business has been done; prices re- 
maining firm for most descriptions, 

In the Produce Markets business contiaues dull,and prices ge- 
nerallyshowa declining tendency. Cotton has been quiet at steady 
prices. Coffee, although in large supply, has realised a further 
advance. Sugar continues extemely inactive. The quarterly 
sales of Cinnamon have resulted in the sale of nearly the entire 
quantity offered ata decline of 1d. to 3d. per Ib., fue qualities 
showing the greatest reduction. Pepper, Sago, Galls, and Nut- 
megs are lower in value. ‘Tin has also declined, but is firmer at 
the close, owing to the satisfactory result of the Jutch Trading 
Company’s sale. 

There has been no special change in the Piece Goods market 
beyond the fact that the short shipments of shirtings hence to 
which we alluded in our last may be partly accounted for by 
the increased exports of yarn, principally to Japan, which of late 
have been exceedingly heavy. The Japan market appears likely 
to become one of the largest in the East for this article. The 
imports of iron into China from Jan. 1, to Sept. 30 reach the 
unprecedented total of 12,000 tons, while the average annual de- 
livery for some years past has only been at the rate of about 6,000 
tons. No wonder, therefore, there should be a disastrous condi- 
tion of the iron trade. Lead is in a very little better position, 
in consequence of the low prices for common teas, causing a fall- 
ing off for lining chests in China. 

‘be P. and O. Company’s steamer Peshawour, which was dea- 
patched from Southampton on Thursday with the heavy portion 
of next outward mail, has on board the subjoined amounts in 
Mexican dollars. For Penang £33,770, for Singapore £17,750, 
for Hong Kong £6,800, for Shanghai £32,080. 

The Silver Market has become slightly weaker, and trans- 
actions have taken place between 54}d. and 54d. per oz., the 
latter being the closing price. Mexican Dollars have declined 
to 529d. per oz., at which rate a few small parcels from America 
have been placed. 

Itis officially announced that the weekly drawings of Govern- 
ment bills on India will be resumed on the 12th ult., when 
tenders will be received for 2,000,000 rupees. It is added that 
tenders may be sent in for like sums on the 19th and 27th prox., 
and that no applications for telegraphic transfers will be received. 
The last allotment of Council bills touk place on Sept. 19, when 
20,000,000 rupees were apportioned.

Black-leaf kinds: Siftings have sold at 
the low rates last quoted ; fair to good comuaon ave boen in request, 
and show an advance of 4d. per Ib.; fair kinds have been sold in 
small quantities from 9d. to 10d. per Ib. ; fair to good medium have 
met with rather more inquiry, and any parcels with point have realised 
full prices ; good to fine have realised former prices to meet inquiries, 
but the demand is not general ; finest show no change. New-make 
kinds : Common have been taken for export at from 74d. to 8d. per Ib.; 
fairkinds show nochange at 9d, told. per Ib.; good from 1s. 1d.to la. 4d 
are in fair request, and finefrom 1s.5d. to ls. 6d. are firm. Oolongs show 
no material alteration, the demand is only moderate for Amoy kinds, 
fine Formosa kinds being fairly saleable. _In Souchongs there is nothing 
new to report, Scented Teas—Canton Capers: Common to fair from 
8d. to 104d. per Ib. sell better than other kinds ; good to fine are

GENERAL SHIPPING NEWS. 

Sunver oF THE INDIAN SEas.—Mensures are afoot for supplementing 
the researches of the Chsilenger Expedition by a series of deap-sea 
dredgings in the Indian Seas. ‘These woas were purposely omitted from 
the scope of the Challenger’a investigations, as it was then hoped that 
the establishment of a marine surveying agency would enable the 
Indian Government to carry on deep-sea dredgings and soundings pari 
posru with coast surveying. But although the Duke of Argyll warmly 
approved the project, it has hitherto been impossible to do anything 
owing to the want of a good steamer and all necessary equipment. A 
new steamer is now being built in India, and an officer of the Coast 
Survey Department (Liont. Jarrad, K.N.) has been commissioned to 
see after the fittings and dredging appliances in England, Full infor- 
mation has been obtained from the old staff of the Challenger, andit is 
hoped that operations may be started next cold sewon (1878-79). In 
that case it is probuble that the first steps will be to run one or more 
lines of soundings across the Bay of Bengal in such directions as may 
seetn best, taking advantage of the vessel's destination for local sur- 
veying service. 

Rewarps To CarNese Capraixs.—Letters having been received from 
the hon. agent of the Shipwrecked Mariners’ Society at Hong Kong, 
drawing attention to the praiseworthy and humane conduct of the 
masters of two Chinese junks in rescuing the survivors of the Litty 
Galis, wrecked on the north-east side of the. Pratas shoal, in the China 
Sea, the Committee of the Society resolved that a reward of £5 each 
should be given them. 

On the 22nd ult. Messrs, Aitken and Mansel launched at Whiteinch 
a three-decked ecrew-steamer of 2,200 tons register, which has been 
built to the order of Messrs. Gellatly, Hankey, Sewell, and Co., of 
London, and was named the Afghan. The engines, of 800-horse-power, 
will be fitted by Messrs. John and James Thomson, Glasgow, and the 
vessel will be supplied with all the most recent improvements for the 
Enstern trade, 


Harsour Durs at ALKxanprta.—The Egyptian Government has 
issued a new tariff of the harbour, quay, and landing dues at Alexandria, 
commencing in February, 1878. "Although the harbour works, quays, 
roads, and appliances aro unfinished, and although the harbour entrance 
is untouched, and only available twelve hours in twenty-four, the 
already heavy port dues aro increased fifty per cent. 

Ow the 24th ult, Messrs, Scott land Co, launched from their yard at 
Cartadyke, Greenock, a new screw-steamer of 1,000 tons burthen, which 
on leaving the ways was named the Newchwang. The steamer, which 
will be engined by the Greenock Foundry Company, has been built to 
the order of a firin at Shanghai for the China coasting trade. 

‘Tue Peninsular and Oriental Company's steamer Kashgar took the 
ground in the Suez Canal on the 24th ult. The Canal was blocked, 
and the traffic suspended until the 27th.
